The Plans Completed—Spacs in the 
Forestry Building.

Harrisburg, Pa., July 25.—(Special.)—The 
forestry committee of the Pennsylvania 
commission to the Atianta exposition met 
here today to consider what the state will 
do in the matter of exhibiting her greatest 
industries. It was decided to send Secre- 
tary Keenan to the state college on Monday 
to see what is there in the way Of lumber 
specimens that can be made available. A 
model saw mill will also be one of the ex- 
hibits from this state. 

Secretary Keenan today telegraphed 
President Collier, of the exposition, asking 
for space in the forestry and mineral build- 
ing for the entire Pennsylvania exhibit, 
so as to make it collective and compact 
and not scattered about an the different 
buildings. An answer was received that 
reasonable space would be given. Among 
the exhibits in the Pennsylvania collection 
will be a model coal breaker, coke plant, 
oil refinery and possibly an oil well ang a 
fine collection of birds and animals, ferns, 


grain and grasses, etc., and a cotton picker, 


the invention of a Pittsburg man, which 
is said to do the work of twenty men. 

The revised plan for the state butiding 
has been decided upon. It will be one 
story, preserving the general idea of the 
Pennsyivania building at Chicago, so far 
as its Independence hall features are con- 
cerned. ‘There will be an open foyer, like 
the French building at Chicago, and the bell 
will be hung in the foyer on a frame fitted 
with castors, so that it ean be got out 
of the foyer in half a minute. The state 
commission will very likely attend the 
opening on September 18th, as well as par- 
ticipate on Pennsylvania day, November 
14th. 


DECIDED AGAINST BALLOU. 


Hamlin Says There's No Reason Why 
the Bulis Shouldn't Come. 

Washington, July 25.—Assistant Secretary 
Hamlin has decided, and has so informed 
W. H. Ballou, of New York, vice president 
of the Humane Society, that he is unable 
to perceive that the importation of bulls 
for the purpose indicated in his recent let- 
ter of protest (exhibition of bull fighting 
at the Cotton States and International ex- 
position), comes within the letter or spirit 
of the prohibition contained in section 10, 
of the act of congress of August 28, 184, 

“If the exhibition of bull fightf{ng is pro- 
hibited by the laws of the state of Georgia,” 
says Mr. Hamlin, ‘‘as is claimed, then it 
is presumed that the authorities of that 
state will prevent it, but the subject does 
not appear to come within the jurisdiction 
of the dcpartment.’’ 

This afternoon Commissioner General 
Stump also scat a letter to Mr. Ballou in 
reference to the admission into the United 
States of toreadors from Mexico to en- 
gage in bull fighting at Atlanta. Mr. Bal- 
lou had protested, against admitting them, 
as it was a violatidn of the immigration and 
contract labor laws. Mr. Stump has called 
Mr. Ballou’s attention to the joint resolu- 
tion of congress providing certain regula- 
tions fur the Koversmnent of the exposition, 
and states that under the terms of the 
joint resolution the department could inter- 
pose no obstacle to the admission of*the 
toreadors. 

To the President. 

Among the letters written by Mr. Ballou 
was one to Pres:dent Cleveiand as follows: 

‘“‘New York, July 2z, 1895.—Hon. Grover 
Cleveland, President U. S. A., Bugzard’s 
Say, Mass. Mr. President: I incloxe here- 
with dupi.cates of letters to the nonorable 
secretary of the treasury in re exhibit:ons 
of bull fights at the Atlanta exposition. 
You will note that the troupe of bull 
fighters can only come Into this country 
by express permiss.on and license to each 
one personaiiy by the secretary, and that 
it is clearly h‘s duty to refuge such license 
to them, as the ovject of their coming is a 
misdemeanor in the state of Georgia. Per- 
mit me to express the nope that you wll 
interpose your good Offices to avert a 
national scandal, as the administration will 
be clearly responsible, now that its at- 
tention is directed to the law, if the inter- 
dicted bulls and the contract bull tie nters 
are admitted into the United States. Be- 
h.eve Me faithfully yours.

Forreon, Mexico, July 25.—(Special.)—One 
hundred and twenty negroes from the col- 
ony near Map'mi, have passed through 
here during the past five days on their way 
to their old homes im® Alanpama and Geor- 
gia. There are many women and smail 
children among the wiyfarers. They’ are 
all in destitute condition. and a number of 
them are suffering from the terrible dis- 
ease which breke out among the colonists 
a few weekKs ago. 

Uniess free transportation ‘s offered them 
they will attempt to walk the entire dis- 
tance to their former homes. it is re- 
ported here that the co-ony @nterprise has 
been abandoned and that all the colonists 
have been turned adrift. Nearly one-half 
of the whole number of colonists who 
were originally brought to Mexico have 
died.

THEY GIVE HIM LIBERAL APPLAUSE 


Harvey Is Eloquent in Predicting 
the Results of the Gold Standard. 


HORR MAKES A HALTING ARGUMENT 


He Announces That It Would Be Impos- 
sible ‘lo Demonet zs Gold-—A Geor- 
Gian Among the Auditors. 


Chicago, July 25.—At the opening of the 
Horr-Harvey silver debate today it was 
Said that only two more sessions would be 
held, and that for this rewsen the daily 
bouts would be somewhat lengthened Vin 
order to admit of the deiivery of the num- 
ber of words agreed upon. The debate to- 
day was marked by more than the usual- 
iy sharp encounters. 

Mr. Horr called his opponent’s attention 
to a Siatement which he had made in his 
criticism upon Senator Morgan, wherein he 
Stated that the silver dollars of 412% gru‘ns 
were largely coined previous to the demon- 
€tization of silver in 1873, and after the 
passage of the law of 1853, making subsi- 
diary coinage of less value than its face. 
ancrefore he inferred that Senator Morgan 
was mistaken in stating that none of the 
412% dollars had been coined from silver 
mined in this country. Mr. Harvey séeys 
that the old dollars of 412% grains wire 
coined for the people of Nevada and Cali- 
fornia, notwithstanding that at that time 
the bullion was werth more uncoined than 
coined. Mr. Horr denied that these dollars 
were coined fron silver nfined in this coun- 
try and sent to the mint for that purpose 
Congress had provided that foreign coin 
Should be received by the governm:=nat at a 
ceriain fixed value, and further that svch 
coins should not be again put into circvla- 
tion but should be recoined at the mint. The 
report of the director of the mint showed 
that over 5,000,000 dollars in silver had thus 
accumulated, having been found in the 
gold during the process of assaying it. 

At this point Mr. Harvey challenged Mr. 
Horr’s statement, saying that he had net 
brought his authorities with him and there- 
fore his arguments were entitled to no 
Standing in the debate. He then handed 
Mr. Horr a statement of the director of 
the mint, which he had reported that dur- 
ing the vear 1870, 412,462 silver dollars had 
been coined at Carson City, Nevada. Mr. 
Harvey again called his opponent to task 
for not confining his remarks to the order 
of cebate originally agreed upon, and said 
that he’ would not be diverted from this 
order. He then entered upon a discussion 
of primary and credit money for redemp- 
tion purposes. An example of this had just 
been witnessed in this country in the issue 
of bonds by the present administration for 
the purposeerPnriaintamning the gold reserve. 

Mr. Harvey said he had received a letter 
within the last few days from a large New 
York manufaciurer in which the writer 
stated that all the money the bank sent him 
to pay off his men wasin silver certificates, 

Mr. Horr took his opponent to task for 
making a misteke in his figures by 400,000 
regarding the amount of silver dollars coin- 
ed in 1870 at the Carson City mint, and as- 


‘serted that the mint report from which the 


silver champion had quoted, sustained Mr. 
Horr’s proposition. Mr. Horr added: 

“Up to this moment Mr. Harvey has not 
said one word upon the real question jn de- 
bate. He has not successfuily contrvuvert- 
ed a single statement of mine. He has no- 
where proven any act of bribery or the in- 
fluence of money in a single step taken dur- 
ing the progress of the bil! through con- 
gress. Heor no cne else will, because there 
was none,”

MILLIKEN GOES TO EUROPE. 


Report Has It That the Young Man Has 
Sailed. 

Washington, July 25.—(Special.)—A second 
bench Warrant has beén issued for the ar- 
rest Of Benjamin H. Milliken, indicted for 
house breaking and assault upon Miss 
Gertrude, daughter of ex-Solicitor General 
Philps, on the night of July 4th at the 
Phillips residence, Rhode Island avenue, 


northwest. 


The story was current today that Milliken 
had sailed for Europe about three days 
after the news of his indictment. The 
story of his having gone to Europe seems 
to be well founded. But there are reasons 
for believing that he is st:ll in this country. 
At any rate he is keeping himself very 
much im the dark. As soon as the publica- 
tion was made it is understood that the 
district Attorney gave positive instructions 
to Insp@ctor Hollinberger to arrest Milli- 
ken at nce if he was in this city. The 
bench arrant is in the hands of the 
United $tates marshal and can be served 
in any part of the United States. 

Milliken’s brother insists that he will re- 
turn vOlumtarily and stand trial, but this 
is not generally believed. There are said 
to be several friends of the young lady 
who are gunning for Mill‘ken and if he 
makes his appearance in this neighborhood 
some Very lively shooting will probably 
occur. Judge Phillips's friends are indig- 
nant at the publication of a story which 
appearede=to have emanated from Milli- 
ken’s brother to the effect that there was 
a understanding between the judge 
and (Mr. Milliken that there would be no 
prosecution of the offender. Judge Phil- 
lips has never, his friends say, given any 
She to understand that he would not push 
a prosecution. 


DURANT’S APPLICATION DENIED. 


Judge Murphy Thinks He Can Have 
a Fair Trial. 

San Francisco, Cal., July 25.—When the 
Durant case was resumed this morning be- 
fore Judge Murphy, District Attorney 
Barnes read a number of affidavits made by 
prominent citizens and detective officers to 
the effect that there was no prejudice in 
the public mind with regard to Durant 
which would prevent him from obtaining a 
fair trial by jury. 

Judge Murphy, at the conclusion of the 
reading of the affidavits, stated that he 
had refreshed his mind in this matter, 
which was similar to the case of Alexan- 
der Goldenson, who murdered Mamie Kelly, 
a schoolgirl. This case was tried before 
him some years ago. A change of venue 
was asked for, but denied and the supreme 
court upheld the decision. The court went 
on to state that steps would be taken to 
prevent the proposed production of a play 
dealing with the Emanuel church crimes. 
He then Genied the motion for the present 
time, but would give the defendant leave to 
renew the motion if his attorneys deemed 
it necessary. 


Urquahgrt Returns to Suffolk and 
Surrenders. 

Suffolk, Va., July 25.—William J. UWraqua- 
hart, accused of murdering John FE. Gay 
on November 8, 1870, and who has been a 
fugitive from justice since that time, to- 
day voluntarily surrendered himself to the 
authorities and had a preliminary hearing 
before Maycr Brewer. The mayor after 
hearing evidence and strong pleas by coun- 
sel, sent Urquahart on to the grand jury 
and commitied him to jail without bail. 

Gay was murdered near his home on the 
above date with a pistol shot in his breast. 
Urquahart immediately left the community 
and notwithstarding the efforts of detec- 
tives toward his capture, he always eluded 
trem and after wandering fcr nearly a 
quarter of a century he voluntarily re- 
turns and asks for a trial. He has con- 
feseed the murder, but claims self-defense. 
The alleged murderer and the murdered 
man are well connected and the case has 
attracted deep local interest. The accuscd 
is fifty-seven years of age. His furm is 
bent with travel and hardships and his 
beard is long and white. 


TALKING FOR THAT BOUNTY. 


Louisiana Senators Have a Conference 
with the Attorney General, 
Washington, July 25.—Senator Blanchard 
and Senator Caffery and Representative 
Meyers, of Louisiana, had an extended con- 
ference with Attorney General Harmon 
this morning on the local aspect of the 
cases of the sugar bounty claims now pend- 
ing before Comptroller Bowler, of the treas- 
ury department. It is said that the number 
of claims to sugar bounty aggregates only 
about 140, while the amount of the claims is 
$5,000,000. Blanchard and Caffery will go to 
Gray Gables to discuss the subject with 
the president. The hearing of the case is 
set for August 7th, and unless Comptroller 
Bowler announces his decision, no one, of 
course, knows what it will be, but the im- 
pression is strong in official circles that 
the whole question ef the payment of these 
bounty claims will find its way into the 
courts for settlement. These claims should 
not be confused with the beet sugar claims, 
amounting to only $238,000, although it was 
upon the payment of the latter that Mr. 
Bowler originally based his determination to 

hear argument. 

Before starting for Gray Gabies today 
Senator Caffrey said that the refusal to pay 
these claims would mean the financial ruin 
of thousands, The sugar growers were 
advanced money by their bankers and, in 
fact. hypothecated every dollar that was to 
be paid by the government. 

While they produce only one thing—sugar 
—they are buyers of many things and so 
they are in debt to Kentucky mule raisers, 
St. Louis provision dealers and to ma- 
chinery men in New York, Pennsyivania 
and other stutes. Now these outside peo- 
ple will be the chief sufferers if this bounty 
is not paid 

“This comes at a very inopportune time 
and falls on our people with the force of 
an unexpected blow. Nobody dreamed that 
after the legislation was secure@ there 
would be any trouble about getting the 
money from the treasury. It might well 
cause alarm in other quarters. The pay- 
ment for fast mail service, the subsidies 
to stearstips, the appropriation for the 
Atlanta exposition, and a dozen other cases 
that might be-enumerated, all seem to be 
analagous to this bounty act, and if pay- 
ment of the one is refused, why not all 
the rest?’’ 

To Consult the President. 

Washington, July 2%.—Senators Caffery 
and Bianchard will leave here tonight for 
Gray Gables to consult the president in 
relation to the sugar bounty claims held up 
by Comptroiler Bowler. 


Asked for More Time. 

New Orleans, July 2%.—Colonel R. E. 
Rivers, the proprietor of Hotels Royal and 
Pickwick and formeriy of the St. Charles 
hotel and owner of sugar plantation in- 
terests, applied today for a respite of 
twelve, eighteen and twenty-four months.

It Is Thought That Holmes Can Be 
Convicted There. 


MORE EVIDENCE FOUND IN CHICAGO 


Another Woman with Whom He 
Lived May Have Been Killed. 


THE WRETCH SAID SHE HAD MARRIED 


More Bones Discovered in the Cellar anda 
Letter trom Holmes Picked Up—The 
W orst Villain of the Age. 


Chicago, July 25.—Not so sensational a 
find as that of yesterday was made by the 
men digging in the basement of the Holmes 
building today, but it was one which may 
go much farther towards securing the con- 
viction of the murderer. One of the work- 
men found in a pile of rubbish a letter 
signed “H. H. Howard,” and dated May 
5, 1895. The signature is one of the many 
aliases used by Holmes and one of the 
commonest of the lot. This letter is in his 
well-known handwriting and is addressed 
to an occupant of the building whom 
the detective who took possession of the 
letter before the reporters could get hold of 
it refused to name. It is believed, how- 
ever, that the letter is to C. E. Davis, the 
jeweler who occupies the building with 
Druggist Robinson. 

The letter inquires particularly as to the 
doing of Janitor Quinlan, and asks where 
he now is. It then goes on in a jocular 
manner to discuss the fate of the Williams 
girls, and asks of the recipient whether he 
has seen them or their ghosts about the 
building. Special inquiry is made as to 
the partitions in the house, and in conclu- 
sion the writer expresses the belief that he 
will not have to stay in jail much longer. 
It was at first reported that two letters 
had been found, but Detective Norton, who 
has charge of the material found in the 
cellar, denies that this is so. He de- 
clares that the two supposed letters were 
only parts of the same letter. 

A new accusation now rests against 
Holmes that he made away with Miss Ci- 
grand, with whom he lived in the house 
at Sixty-third and Wallace streets just be- 
fore he had the Williams girls there. The 
neighbors remember little of the girl, not 
even her first name. She was a stately 
looking blond, about twenty-five years of 
age, and lived with Holmes something less 
than six months. When she went away 
Holmes told Jeweler Davis, as the letter 
claims, that he had succeeded in ‘“‘marrying 
her off.’’ It will be remembered that this 
is very much like what he told concerning 
the disappearance of Mrs. Connor. He said 
at the time that he had married her off in 
California. Miss Cigrand came to Chicago 
from Indiasaa. She associated but little 
with the neighbors and even the other in- 
mates of the building were in complete ig- 
norance concerning her habits. Holmes 
was not often seen with her and on these 
occasions he kept aloof from his acquaint- 
ances and introduced her to no one. Mrs. 
W. L. Doyle, of 747 Sixty-third street, 
knows more about this girl than anybody 
‘ise, it is believed, but the Central sta- 
tion officers will not permit her to talk 
about the case. 

The building in which Holmes’s Chicago 
‘rimes were probably concocted and ac- 
complished will not be pulled down. P. R. 
Chandler, a broker who holds a mortgage 
on it for $12,000 advanced to Holmes with 
which to biuld, was told by the building 
inspectors that all that was necessary was 
to improve the upper portion. This will 
be done and an order of foreclosure has 
already been secured from the court and 
tomorrow or next day an order will be 
asked for allowing the improvements to be 
put on, The property is now worth $40,000. 
sesides the principal there is $4,000 bank in- 
terest and taxes due on it. 

A few more bones were found today in 
the same hole in whica those were taken 
yesterday. They ‘were vertebrae and a 
portion of a numan shoulder blade. The 
force of men was doubled today, and the 
work is progressing much faster. 

The belief is gaining ground that 
Holmes’s wife, who lives at the suburb of 
Williamette, knows more of the crimes of 
her husband than she cares to tell. It is 
probable that she will be put in the sweat 
Hox. Mrs. Quinlan and Mrs. Doyle, who 
were examined today, are still under po- 
lice restraint, as are Quinlan and Owens, 
though none of them is actually under 
arrest. 

Proceedings for a Requisition. 

Toronto, Ont., July 2.—In accordance 
with the finding of the coroner’s jury, 
charging H. H. Holmes with the murder 
otf the Pietzel children, Attcrney Dewart 
laid the verdict and warrant before' the at- 
torney general's degartment today and pro- 
ceedings for the extradition of Holmes will 
be at once entered upon. 

Every effort wilt be made to have Holmes 
fried in this city., The evidence of murder 
is thought to be much stronger here than 
énywhere else. It is thought here that 
Toronto’s claim will have precedence with 
Philadelphia’s authorities over those of 
Chicago. The tenant of the cottage in 
which the murder was done has found a 
small piece of material, apparently a por- 
ticn of what has been a light colored waist, 
and a scarlet hair, strong knotted as 
trough it had been pulled from a plait of 
hair. Thies find furnishes another proof of 
positive identification of the bodies as ‘those 
of Alice and Nellie Pietzel. 


BROKE INTO THE JAIL. 


A Mob Takes Johnson to Hattiesburg 
for Identification. 

New Orleans, La., July 2%.—A Meridian, 
Miss., special to The Daily States says that 
Tom Johnson, the negro who murdered 
Mrs. Hartfield and her daughter, and as- 
saulted another daughter at Hattiesburg, 
was captured yesterday at Ellisville and 
carried back to Hattiesburg and placed in 
jail. Last night a crowd of citizens went 
to the jail and demanded the prisoner, and 
on being refused by the sheriff, demolished 
the wall and broke open seven locks to 
reach the negro’s cell.

This morning when 
the men who composed the mob returned 
to Hattiesburg they spread the report that 
Johnson had escaped. 

, They said they were walking along with 
him when he suddenly broke loose from 
the two men who were holding him, broke 
through the crowd and escaped into the 
swamp. They said they were afraid te fire, 
as they might have killed some of their 
own men. From all stories told of the af- 
fair, Johnson was burned at the stake. 

The mob was fully 1,000 stong and the 
negro was securely bound, so it seems im- 
possible that he could have escaped. 


KILLED THE DOCTOR. 


Believing Him Responsible for His 
Witfe’s Loss of Mind. 

Springfield, Ill., July 25.—Last night near 
Madisonville, southeast of this city, Alfred 
Entriken waylaid and killed the village 
physician, Dr Richard Reasoner, as the 
latter was returning from. a professional 
visit.

Alabama’s Commissioner of Agriculture 
Declares That the Decrease in Texas 
This Year Is 16 Per Cent.

Montgomery, Ala. July 2.—(Special.)— 
Hon. Hector D. Lane, commissioner of agri- 
culture of Alabama and president of the 
American Cotton Growers’ Association, in 
a newspaper interview today vigorously 
assails 
H. M. Neill, the cotton crop statistician. 
He says Neill is the pet bear of «a coterie 
of eastern speculators and English manu- 
facturers who hire him to publish reports 
in their interest about this time every year. 

Lane claims that Neill’s estimate of the 
acreage and of the prospect is much too 
high, and is intended to frighten the farm- 
ers into marketing their whole crop in the 
early months at whatever price they can 
Neill states that the acreage in Texas 
has not been decreased exceeding 5 per 
cent. Lane says he has spent five weeks in 
Texas since the planting season and is ab- 
solutely certain the decrease will amount 
to more than 16 per cent. 

Mr. Lane believes the crop under the most 
favorable conditions may reach 8,000,000 
bales, but under ordinary conditions will 
not exceed 7,500,000 bales and- perhaps not 
more than 7,000,000 bales. Mr. Lane advises 
the farmers to move their cotton on the 
market just as slowly as possible and 
figures out how those who wait will be 
well repaid.

Jacksonville, Fia., July 2.—A.cablegram 
from Key West, Fla., to Thé Times-Union 
says: 

“A private letter received in this city last 
night per steamer Mascogte, from Havana, 
confirms the report of Martinez Campos’s 
defeat at the battle of Valenzuela. Of the 
1,800 Spanish troops that went into battle 
only 300 escaped to Bayamo, where they 
are surrounded by 6,000 Cubans under Ma- 
ceo, Masso, Quintin, Bandera and Goulet. 
The insurgents loss at this battle was 230 
killed and wounded. Martinez Campos is 
now at Bayamo seriously wounded, and 
surrounded by insurgents. Troops are being 
sent from all parts of the island to relieve 
Martinez Campos. After the fall of Santo- 
cildes, Martinez Campos took command 
and ordered all horses and mules belonging 
to the officers killed to barricade them- 
selves with and resist the terrible charges 
of the Cuban cavalry at Machete, 3,000 
strong. Three steamers with troops have 
left Santiago de Cuba for Manzanillo to 
re:nforce Campos and bring him out. The 
greatest excitement exists in Santiago. 
General La Chambre has been sent to 
Spain. : 

‘Maximo Gomez, on hearing of the battle, 
immediately left to join Maceo. The great- 
est excitement exists in Havana. The peo- 
ple are terrorized. The government is try- 
ing to suppress all detaiis of this great 
battle, but it is known all through the 
island. The death of Amarador Guerra is 
not officially confirmed.” 

Another Report. 

Jacksonvilig, Pla., July 25.—A _ special 
from Tampa, Fla., to The Times-Union, 
Says: 

“Passengers by the steamer Mascotte to- 
night say that in the battle of Valenzuela, 
in “which both sides so desperately fought, 
many Spanish officers were badly wounded. 
The wounded officers were taken to Bayamo 
and are being’ carefully nursed at the hos- 
pitals. The Spanish troops in Cuba are 
faliing victims of tropical diseases and 
hundreds are dying daily from the mal- 
ady. The troops are poorly fed and are 
badly worn out by long and continuous 
marches.

AN EXECUTION THIS MORNING. 


William Taylor Hanged in the Ohio 
Penitentiary. 

Columbus, O., July 2%.—William “ Taylor 
was executed in the state prison shortiy af- 
ter midnight for the murder and robbery of 
an old’ farmer. He showed remarkable 
nerve, acting upon the gallows in an almost 
frivolous manner. With a smile he greeted 
those in the apartment whom he knew, and 
stepped about with the Bowery swagger. 
Refore the cap was drawn he was asked if 
he had anything to say, Dut his oniy reply 
was, “Gooddby, Mr. Bowman (a guard); 
goodby warden.’ 

The trap was sprung at 12:56. The fall 
was a long one and the body rebounded ful- 
ly three feet, but the neck was not broken. 
There were convulsive movements of the 
body and horrible sounds of choking. The 
murderer died in great agony of strangula- 
tion. At 12:17 a. m. he was pronounced dead.

But After the Shooting Ward Did Not 


Give Him but $10, When His 
S:are Was $50. 


Hampton, 8. C., July %.—(Special.)—Solo- 
mon Allright was committed to jail at this 
place today as the accomplice of a negro 
named Ward in the shooting from ambush 
of Mr. S. G. Lewis, foreman of Kinard & 
Jones’s turpentine ditillery, near Harder- 
ville, on Friday night last. Lewis was 
robbed of $100. Thirteen buckshot struck 
him. Allright was arrested by Calem 
White, colored, a local detective, in Bea- 
fort county, but as the shooting took 
place in this side of the line Allright was 
lodged in Hampton jail. He says that 
Ward and Mr. Lewis had a quarrel during 
the day and that Ward said he would 
have that for an excuse to kill him. All- 
right says that Ward said he would give 
him half the money he got to loan him 
a gun, which he agreed to do, but after 
the shooting had taken place Ward gave 
him only $106. 

Ward is a native of North Carolina and 
was carried to Georgia several years ago 
to work in a turpentine distillery, where 
he killed a negro and skipped to this 
state. Bloodhaunds are on the grounds 
Ward is in a swamp, which is surrounded 
by an army of men, both white and‘ col- 
ored. Detective White says that in all 
probability they wilh get him tonight. 
Ward is also a notorious gambler. He is 
about five feet, six inches high, nawboned, 
black, with cut on left cheek. 

White, the colored detective, is a well 
educated man. He says the turpentine 
woods of Beaufort county are full of gam- 
blers and that the proper authorities should 
look after the matter. Mr. Lewis, the 
wounded man, is in the Savannah hospital 
and his recovery is doubtful.

COLUMBIA’S FIFTH. 


Stock for a 30,000 Spindle Mill Was 
Rapidly Taken. 

Columbia, 8S. C., July 25.—(Special.)—The 
fifth cotton mill this year for Columbia was 
organized last night by the election of W. 
B. Smith Whaley, president, and William 
farnwell, secretary and treasurer. This 
is to be a 30,000 spindle mill, and ground 
will be broken for it in less than a month. 
It is to be built almost entirely with home 
capital and was projected by the two 
gentlen:en named above. 

The Carolina mill, which was incorporat- 
ed yesterday, is to be built on the install- 
ment plan, and its incorporators have been 
much pleased by the ease with which its 
stock has been subscribed. A’ number of 
subscriptions to its capital stock have been 
received from persons in several of the 
northern cities, who got information of it 
from tbe papers. 

Ten thousand spindles sare being added 
to the Co!umbia mill, which will then have 
fifteen thousand spindles. This mill makes 
the heaviest ducking and sail cloth. It 
wes the first cotton mill in the United 
States to use electricity entirely as'a mo- 
tive power, and because of the experimen- 
tai nature of this innovation a greater 
number of spindles have not been put in 
before. So far the experiment has proved 
a@ success in every respect, and the mill is 
making money. It is owned entirely by 
cottom manufacturers of Massachusetts 
and New Hampshire, and when its equip- 
ment is complete, the buildings Will con-% 
tain 30,000 spindles. 

Nothing is said about it in administra- 
tion circles, but on the outside it is gen- 
erally not questioned but that there is to 
be a fight between Governor Evans and 
Senator Irby for the senatorshkip at the 
next election.

It says the fair was managed and operated 
entirely by the Dixie Association. There are 
several thousand dollars of the associa- 
tion’s money tied up in court, the receiver 
having been enjoined from paying it out 
pending settlement of the premium money

“We have paid for fruit along about $300. 
We bought them at high prices at the open- 
Ing of the carnival and expected to have 
realized something from the sale of said 
fruit at the closing thereof. When the 
time came for closing the carnival the 
market was glutted—no buyers could be 
obtained and there was nothing left for 
the management to do but to donate them 
to parties who cared to have them. 

“In conclusion, I beg to state that in 
my opinion the carnival has been an im- 
mense success, and has accomplished the 
objects and purposes for which it was 
originally intended.

A Negro Claims To Have Been 
Whipped by Negroes. 


Athens, Ga., July 25.—(Special.)—Georgia 
not only has whitecappers, but now she 
has blackcappers. | 

A negro named Sam Chandler was in 
Athens yesterday and went to see Judge E. 
C. Kinnebrew, United States commissioner 
at this place. He told a thrilling story of 
how he had been mistreated and wanted to 
Swear out a warrant for his assailants. 

Chandler lives near Monroe, Walton coun- 
ty. He is a well-to-do negro farmer who 
has accumulated a nice little estate by vir- 
tue of thrift and enterprise. He says that 
@ short while "since he was awakened one 
night about 12 o’clock by an unearthly noise 
near his door. He started out of the house 
when he was grabbed by eight negroes 
whom he recognized as his neighbors. 

They tied him hand and foot and gagged 
him and then carried him into the woods 
near his home. They then beat him severe- 
ly, as he says, on account of his having ac- 
cumulated a little money and because he 
lived a little better than they did. The 
cause assigned by the eight negroes was 
that Sam had beaten his wife, but Sam de- 
nies that. He said that the eight negroes, 
&s they laid on the lash yelled out, “We'll 
stop you from riding your family around in 
carriages and on the cars.”’ 

Sam was very anxious to get a warrant 
issued from the United States court direct- 
ing the arrest of his assailants, but Com- 
missioner Kinnebrew held that the state 
courts alone had jurisdiction in such a 
case and refused to issue the warrant. He 
hegro returned to his home in Walton 
county.

MR. SMITH AT COLUMBUS. 


He Attacks the Views Which He Once 
Championed. 

Columbus, Ga., July 25.—Hon. Hoke 
Smith, secretary of the interior, held a 
public reception between 11 and 1 o'clock 
at the Rankin house today. In the after- 
noon he was given a drive around the city. 
Tonight he spoke at the opera house. Sec- 
retary Smith was introduced by Lionel C. 


‘Levy, a leading lawyer of this city. Mr. 


Smith spoke for over two hours and was 
interrupted occasionally by applause. 

Referring to the panic of 1893, the secre- 
tary said that the demand notes, called 
greenbacks, had been presented during 
the panic at the treasury for payment. 
The government did not have the money 
then and it was necessary for it to borrow 
the money. This it did by issuing bonds. 

The secretary stated that he was satis- 
fied no cause of uneasiness should exist 
on account of the very small demand made 
upon the treasury last week for the pay- 
ment of additional demand notes. He was 
confident that this was the result of a 
brokers’ fight in New York and business 
men might feel assured that no rush would 
be made upon the treasury to the extent 
to cause any trouble by the demand potes 

~~» aid. 

He declared that every democratic plat- 
form recognized the principle that the gov- 
ernment must absolutely maintain its 
credit, and meet these demand notes when- 
ever they were presented and the present 
administration simply did what was abso- 
lutly necessary and what was thoroughly 
democratic when it borrowed money to pay 
these demand notes. 

He declared that nothing could help our 
monetary system more than to pay off 
all of these demand notes, making, howev- 
er, at the same time some provision for 
an increase of currency to take their place. 
He said that if this were done, it would 
he perfecthy easy to coin the silver bullion 
in the treasury, and with it to pay off the 
$146,000,000 of treasury notes and also use 
the seigniorage of fifty odd millions from 
the coinage of this silver.

TURNED UP BONS 


An Old New Eogland Love Tragedy | 


Revealed by a Workman's Spade. 
HERMIT BURWELL’S STRANGE ROMANCE 


Crossed in Love, He Became a Recluse, Re- 
fused To Wed a Chiet’s Daughter, and 
Slew His Sweetheart’s Brother. 


New Haven, Conn., July 25.—N. Maggans, 
of New York, recently built a house at 
Burns’ Point, ten miles from here. It 
Stands near the Ashton Hall house, 100 
feet from the tide water line of Long 
island sound. 

Laborers were digging a trench today for 
@ water main near the house, when one 
of them gave a cry of horror. 

He had thrown out a human skull. Ina 
few minutes the skeleton of a man was ex- 


A medical student rooming in a cottage 
near by was summoned, and, on examining 
the skull, exclaimed: 

“Heavens! A murdered man!” 

The skull was badly fractured, an old 
cut. three inches long, be‘ng plainly visible. 
It Was a cut such as an Indian might have 
made with a tomahawk. 

The skeleton was no doubt that of 
Samuel Burwell, the hermit, who was, as 
old traditions of the town of Milford say, 
tomahawked by the Indians. 

Burwell iived 150 yéars ago. He loved a 
fair (“Milford maiden, but in vain. She 
scorned his suit, and in despair Burwell 
became a hermit, and built a hut, where he 
lived for years, subsisting by hunting and 
fishing. 

Near him was a camp of friendly Wopo- 
wage Indians. They took kindly to the 
hermit and pitied him in h‘s woe, and the 
pretty daughter of the chief fell in love 
with him, for he was a manly fellow, 
brave and stalwart. 

Burwell, however, was devoted to hi‘s 
ideal love, and the Indian maiden’s coy 
glances and tender sympathy were wasted 
upon him. 

At last Asha, the chief, offered his daugh- 
ter to him in marriage, but Burwell firmly 
declined. 

The enraged Indians held a council and 
resolved that Burwell must be tomahawked 
for the insult. But wiser counsels and 
fear of the white settlers’ wrath prevailed, 
and Burwell was suffered to jlive, though 
now shunned by his former Indian friends. 

At last Burwell rescved a sh'p-wrecked 
sailor named Lamb from the English 
ship, Susan, which went to pieces off Mil- 
ford in a great storm in 1749. Burwell 
nursed ‘Lamb in h’‘s cabin. The _ ship- 
wrecked man proved to be a brother of 
the woman who had rejected him. 

‘A quarrel ensued between the men and 
Burwell, crazed by anger, slew his guest. 

To the Indians Burwell acknowledged his 
crime. The next night he lay dead in his 
cabin, having been tomahawked, and the 
Indians had their revenge. 

Twenty years ago Lamb’s skeleton was 
dug up at the point. Around the neck was 
found a medal that Lamb had worn when 
he was Burwell’s guest. 


CAPTAIN QUICK’S COMPLAINT 


That Reckless Firing irom a Govern- 
ment Station Is Dangerous. 
Quarantine, Staten Island, July 25.— 
Captain Quick, of the Morgan line steamer 
El Rio, which arrived this morning from 
New Orleans, reports that at 8:35 o'clock 
this morning, about one mile south of 
Scotland lightship, a shot from the prov- 
ing grounds of the United States govern- 
ment at Sandy Hook crossed the ship’s bow, 
distant about fifty feet, and landed about 
one-eighth of a mile to the eastward, 
throwing the water high in the air.

The El Rio was moving slowly in 
the direction of the entrance to the chan- 
nel when the first shot was fired, because 
the weather was hazy and Captain Quick 
did not feel justifMed in speeding his ship, 
therefore, the first shot passed a short 
distance ahead of the El Rio, the second 
but a little way astern.

Chattanooga, Tenn., July 25.—(Special.)—

of the charges against Deputies Brock and 
Adams. who were engaged in an assault 
on Messrs. Floyd and Fyffe, of The News, 
Sheriff Hyde this afternoon comes out in 
a remarkably strong letter defending his 
deputies in the arrests they made but re- 
gretting the occurrence in The News office. 
He charges that the article in The News 
which provoked the anger of Brock and 
Adams was altogetker untrue and calcu- 
lated to arouse aud provoke any man. At 
the same time he deplores and criticises 
the action of the deputies in visiting The 
News office while armed and acting in the 
capacity of deputies. Mr. Hyde shows that 
he thas a great deal of what is called 
backbone and says just what he thinks.

Settlers Surrounded by the Bannock 
Indians. 

Boise City, Idaho, July 25.—Governor Mc- 
Connell received by wire today a call from 
the settlers in the Teton basin for protection 
egainst Indians, 

Word reached here tonight that a little 
band of settlers about twenty miles from 
St. Anthony, at the edge of the Teton 
basin, were surrounded by a band of hostile 
Bannocks, who made several unsuccessful 
attempts by firing upon them to drive them 
from their positions. A messenger who 
made his way around the Indian lines to 
St. Anthony, reports that their provjsions 
were almost gone and unless succor reach- 
ed them soon they would be killed. It is al- 
leged that some of the whites who murder- 
ed Indians for hunting elk are in this out- 
fit near St. Anthony, and it is the object of 
the Indians to wreak vengeance upon them. 


BIG STREET RAILROAD DEAL. 


Philadelphia Companies, Representing 


$40,000,000, To Consolidate. 

Philadelphia, July 25.—A great street rail- 
road cousolidation scheme, representing 
more than $40,000,000, has been under con- 
sideration for some time past and is now 
practically complete. The companies in- 
terested are the Philadelphia, the People’s 
and the Electrict Traction companies, and 
the Hestonville, Mantua and Fairmount 
street railroad companies. The matter has 
been referred to counsel, who will draw 
contracts and agreements for the biggest 
street railway combination over perfected 
in this country. It is expected that millions 
of dollars will be saved by the new deal. 
High-priced management will be dispensed 
with, competition prevented, and litigation 
and the lobbyists’ fees abolished, while the 
cost of operating the roads will be mate- 
rially reduced.

The Execution of Women. 
From The New York Sun. 

The probability is that Maria Barberi will 
not be put to death for the murder of which 
she was found guilty last week. Under the 
law of this state the killing of a human be- 
ing with deliberation and premeditation, 
when the homicide is neither justifiable nor 
excusable, is murder in the first degree. The 
testimony of this poor Italian woman her- 
self could leave little doubt that she was 
guilty of this degree of felonious homicide. 
She was, therefore, properly convicted. The 
fact, however, that she is a woman and had 
been greatly wronged by the man whose 
life she took, will doubtless avail with the 
governor to secure a commutation of her 
sentence to some term of imprisonment. 

In recent times only one woman has been 
put to death for murder in the state of New 
York. That woman was Roxalana Druse. 
Her victim was her own husband, and she 
forced her daughter, a girl of nineteen, and 
her nephew, a boy of fourteen, to aid her in 
killing him, When the case was before the 
court of appeals, Judge Andrews said: “Lhe 
history of the transactions at the house of 
Druse on the day of the homicide discloses 
one of the most remarkable-tragedies to be 
found in the annals of crime.” 

The Druse family lived on a small farm 
in the township of Warren, in Herkimer 
county. The household consisted of the hus- 
band and wife, a daughter, Mary, already 
mentioned, a son, ten years old, and Fraim 
Gates, the nephew. The husband, William 
Druse, was a poor farmer, who provided in~- 
sufficiently for his family, frequently abus- 
ed them, and was in constant altercation 
with his wife on account of her small pur- 
chases at country stores. 

The murder was committed at breakfast 
time, on December 15, 1884. After doing his 
chores about the house, the husband came 
in, seated himself at the table, found fault 
with the food, and began to scold his wife 
in regard to a store bill. Mrs. Druse there- 
upon went into a pantry, where she armed 
herself with a revolver and came ou: con- 
cealing it under her apron. She sent the 
boys out of the room, but Mary, the daugh- 
ter, remained. Two or three pistol shots 
were then heard by one of the boys. The 
wife called the nephew, Frank Gates, back 
into the house. The subsequent events are 
thus narrated in the opinion rendered by the 
court of appeals: 

“He came in and found Druse sitting in 
his chair with a i@pe around his neck, and 
the defendant required Frank to take tne 
pistol and fire at Druse, using at the same 
time threatening language. He took the pis- 
tol and fired as directed, and after that the 
defendant took the pistol and fired again at 
her husband. He fell or was thrown trom 
the chair, and the defendant then took 6n 
ax and hit him on the head and he said: 
‘uh, Roxy, don’t! She then severed the 
head from the body and rolled it into the 
parlor. She then sent the boys down to a 
brush lot to get a sharp ax, which they 
brought. She had newspapers placed over 
the kitchen windows and set Frank Gates 
and her daughter to watch them. The day 
Was apparently spent by the defendant, as- 
sisted by her daughter, in cutting to pieces 
and burning the body of her husband, while 
in the afternoon the boys amused them- 
selves by playing checkers. The next day 
the refuse of the stove, containing the un- 
consumed portions of the body was collect- 
ed and put into a box, which was p’aced in 
a cutter and taken by the defendant, Mary, 
Frank au:d George and dumped among some 
bushes in a swamp.” 

A more horrible murder than this could 
not easily be imagined, and Governor Hill 
was quite right in refusing to show any 
clemency to Roxalana Druse. The daug4”- 
ter, Mary, was subsequently convicted, vpon 
her own confession, of murder in the second 
degree, for her participation in ner mother’s 
crime. She was sentericed to imprisonment 
for life, but was pardoned a few days ago 
by Governor Morton. The evidence in the 
case indicated that she possessed a very 
low degree of intellect and acted alp ost 
wholly under the influence of her mother’s 


threats. 


What Is a Cow Worth? 

Professor C. 8. Plumb, director of the In- 
diana station, reports a week’s test of a 
Jersey cow owned by the station, that 
shows 248.4 pounds of milk and 15.35 pounds 
of fat in the seven days. The cream was 
also churned and made 17 pounds 13% 
ounces of commercial butter salted one 
ounce to the pound. The cow was purchased 
at a public sale in Indianapolis in 1890 for 
$200 


Such a cow would be cheap at $200, even 
if no acoount was taken of the value of 
her calf. The amount of butter she would 
make over the cost of her feed per year 
would easily amount to the interest on 
3500. We have never been satisfied with 
the way the average farmer estimates the 
value of a good cow. We have heard many 
aman say he would never pay $100 for e 
cow, because there was never a cow thai 
was worth it. The first principle a busi- 
ness man has to learn in getting his finan- 
cial education and judgment is that money is 
worth no more in market than what it will 
bring in interest. The interest of $100 is 
%. A cow that will produce 400 pounds of 
butter in a year at 20 cents a pound pays 
for her keep and $4 over. This is the in- 
terest at 6 per cent on $666.66. Yet there are 
thousands of men who would not pay $10 
for such a cow. Any investment that would 
pay the original sum invested in two years 
and a half would be snapped very quickly 
by any good financier. Good business un-

FORCE OF EMPLOYES TO FOLLOW 


A Bonded Warehouse To Be Built—Don- 
alson To Be the Chief Deputy 
in Charge Here. 


Mr. John M. Comstock, chief of Uncle 
Sam's custom department, has been in At- 
lanta two days arranging for the foreign 
exhibits which will be brought into the ex- 


position. 

Mr. Comstock has kept h's arrival quiet. 
His presence was known only to President 
Collier and several other exposition officials 
with whom he has been in consultation. 

All matters of importance relative to the 
bringing in of exports have been settled, 
and he will return this morning to Wash- 
ington. 

The first thing to occupy the attention 
of Mr. Comstock was the custom house, 
which will be built on the grounds. it was 
his opinion that this building had already 
been constructed and provided for, and the 
fact that nothing had yet been done in the 
matter was a Since his arrival, 
however, this has been arranged for, and 
in a few days under the supervision of Mr. 
Grant Wilkins, the building in which all of 
the <«ustom officers will operate will be 
Started. 

The force of government officers 
department who will stationed at the 
exposition will be large. It will require 
the services of at heast twenty-five men to 
look after the arrival of goods from for- 
eisn countries, coliect the duties and pre- 
pare for storage. 

A chief deputy will have charge of all the 
goods. He will be appointed by Mr. Uom- 
Stock, and will be Mr. Walter Donalson, 
who is one of the most efficient officers in 
that branch of the government service. Mr. 
Donalzon is an exposition man. He was 
on duty in the same Capacity he will fill 
here both in Chicago and San rancisco, 
and is thoroughly versed tn the handling of 
g00ds to be placed on exhibition. 

Under Mr. Donalson will be a force of 
from ten to twelve men. These deputies 
will look after the collection of duties. Of 
Course all of the foreign goods brought our 
to be placed on exhibition will be relieved of 
taxation. These will be landed at the dif- 
ferent ports where an informal record of 
their arrival will be made. Shipped on to 
Atlanta they will be received by the gov- 
ernment officer, who will invoice them, put 
them out for indentification, and let them 
£0 for exhibition. 

Many articles will be brought in from 
foreign countries which will be placed up 
for sale. These, of course, will be charged 
the full duty, and it will fal] to the men 
who will be under Mr. Donalson to collect 
th S tax. It will be a matter of no small 
eercern, this collection of duties. During 
the Chicago fair there were 162,000 packages 
received, all of which had to pass through 
the hands of the custom officers. 

oreign exhibits wttll also pour into At- 
lanta, and Mr. Comstock will arrange for 
their coming immediately. In addition to 
the force under Mr. Donalson, there wil} 
be a chief agent, with a squad of deputies 
who will look out for smuggled goods, Dur- 
ing the Chicago exposition 1t was a source 
of much worry, especially in the Midway, 
when foreigners attempted to hide out their 
goods. It will be the duty of these special 
agents to look into any effort to get in 
g00d8 before they have been inspected. 

All of these officers will be stationed in 
the custom heuse which Mr. Wilkins will 
bu'ld in a few days. 

A Bonded Warehouse. 

In addition to the regular custom house 
there will be built a bonded warehouse in 
which the goods will be stored. All of the 
duplicate exhibits will be stored here and 
such goods as will be sold out during the 
fair. 

The exh'!bits will be sorted here also when 
the exposition closes. In the house built 
for the purpose in Chicago some of these 
foreign exhibits remained almost a year 
before they were carried back to the differ- 
ent countries. 

Another house for the storage of empty 
crates and cases will also be built mear the 
grounds, This will be in the hands of a 
private concern, and to Mr. Phil Harralson 
has been granted the concession for that 
purpose. 

To Surveyor Stocker, who is at the head 
of this port of entry, will be entrusted the 
supervision of the whole affair. All of the 
collection will, of course, pass through his 
office, and it will be a busy season for him. 

“T cannot say, nor can any one say,” re- 
marked Mr. Comstock yesterday, ‘“‘just the 
amount of fore'gn goods’ that will be 
brought here. I think that it is best to pro- 
vide for a full amount, and that is why I 
am here. 

“It will mean a great deal of work for 
the customs department. ‘here will have 
to be a good force here on duty all the 
while. I was somewhat surprised that the 
attention of the officials had not been call- 
ed to the erection of this house for customs 
befcre this. I shall begin at once to pre- 
pare for the coming of these foreign exhib- 
its.’ 

The chief of the customs department will 
return this morning. Mr. Comstock is one 
of the best known government officers. He 
has been in the service consecutively for 
thirty-five years.

Sionals. Annual conventions will be held 
with exhibitions of works of art. Honors 
w.ll be awarded to the first, second and 
third finest work of art, the work of mem. 
bers of the league. One dollar per annum 
will be the membership fee.

From Califor- 
nia, from Maine, from the Dakotas they 
will come, and when the gates of the expo- 
sition open in September, it will be one of 
the most notable assemblies that has ever 
gathered in the south.’ 

Maryland Wants a Dar. 

Mr. John EF. Hurst, chairman of the com- 
mission appointed by the governor of Mary- 
land--te-represent that state at the exposi- 
tion, has written President Collier, asking 
that October 16th be set aside as a special 
day for Maryland. 

The governor of Maryland, the mayor of 
Baltimore, and members of the commission 
accompanied by a party of several hundred 
capitalists and prominent business men, will 
come in a special train that will reach 
Atlanta on the morning of the 15th of Octo- 
ber. 

Mr, Hurst also asks about the arrange- 
ments that will be made for a large audito- 
rium, as his delegation will need one in 
which their daily programmes will take 
place. He asks that a band be furnished 
them, as their services will be needed. 
Maryland and Baltimore are hard at work 
and all of the business men are anxious to 
come and bring with them a good display.

Colonel Ballou Writes To Tellof What 
He Has Done. 


ALSO OF WHAT HE HAS NOT DONE 


Says It Matters Not Thatthe Fight Is @ 
Sham One, It Must Etop, Just 
the Same. 


William Hosea Ballou has written-to The 
Constitution setting forth his views on 
bull fights in general end explaining his 
course of action in attempting to prevent 
the spectacle in Atlanta. 

The fact that it is to be @ sham bull fight 
dces net weigh with William Hosea in the 
least. He makes no discrimination between 
the sham and the real. He says the law 
riakes none. Evidently he is bent on see- 
ing his fight through. | 

Mr. Ballou will probably be in Atlanta 
shortly to prosecute his fight. He was 
here only a few months ago and arranged 
to have an exhibit of the Humane Society. 

Meantime, here is his ietter: 

“Editor Constitution—The article in your 
paper of Monday, the 22d instant, stating 
that I had ‘issued orders to President Col- 
lier’ to stop the proposed exhibitions of 
bull fights, that the ‘officials had better 
desist,’ that I ‘meant just what I said,’ 
and other matters of like import, was not 
onuly misleading but untrue. I have writ- 
ten nothing whatever to Mr. Collier person- 
ally, and the letter addressed to the board 
of managers wes merely a polite request 
for information and a statement that if 
there were any truth in the reports that 
bull fights would be allowed, I should be 
compelled to invoke the law. This is a 
free for all fight for those who fight fair, 
and may the best man win! Thus far |! 
have resorted to diplomacy and am engag- 
ed at present solely in fastening the re- 
sponsibility on the national administration 
in order to secure a res adjudicata, If, 
after calling the attention of the admin- 
istration to the fact that bulls bred for 
fighting are interdicted under the tariff 
act, and that under the charter of the 
exposition the secretary of the treasury 
should refuse license to the troupe of bull 
fighters to enter, any International compli- 
cations arise by reason of arrest of Mexi- 
cans, We will-not be held responsible there- 
for and the United States can settle the 
question of damages. 

“The question of sham is not considered 
in law, ndr is there any provision in law 
recognizing sham bull fights, sham mur- 
ders, nor a sham defense. Bull fighting is 
a misdemeanor under the statutes of the 
State of Georgia. The principle of bull 
fighting is, therefore, immoral and crimi- 
nal, condemned by almost the universal 
press, condemned and being rooted out in 
\Snatm, The national administration, in 
admitting bulls and bull fighters; the manh- 
agement of the exposition, in contracting 
for them, are aiding and abetting immor- 
ality, wholly repugnant to the American 
people. The United States were founded 
by men to whom European principles and 
customs were repulsive. Millions have 
sought asylum and freedom here because 
such principles and customs were intolera- 
ble. The per cent of Americans who, 
while abroad, witness bull fighting and the 
mysteries of Paris, is small. It is a lHbel 
on the American people to charge all who 
go abroad, or more than a fraction of 
them, with such indecency. The great 
mass of law-abiding people have no desire 
to witness an exhibition of gross depravity, 
nor will they have the principle of it trans- 
planted here. A fine spectacle sham’ bull 
fighting will be for the school childrén of 
Atlanta! A truly magnificent germ t@ide- 
velop within .them a true conceptiqgat of 
citizenship. What is an exposition far?. To 
illustrate the great progresses of the. age 
or its isolated depravities? And prond the 
merchants and governments of the world 
will be to pitch their tents side by side 
with illustrations of vice! It is a hopeful 
sign that distinguished citizens of Atlanta 
have written to this office upholding my 
efforts to purge thelr city of shame. I am 
proud to believe that the best sentiment 
of Atlantiaus is against the perpetration of 
immorality.

Rducational Exbibit at the Exposition 
To Be Extensive 


PLANS FOR THE STATE UNIVERSITY 


Pro‘essor Oampbeli Says That a Large 
Display Will Be Made for Tbat 
Institution. 


The state of Georgia will be well repre- 
sented at the exposition as far as her edu- 
cational institutions are cgncerned. All of 
the schools of importance and colleges have 
applied for space and from indications now 
this will be the special feature of the dis- 
play from Georgia. 

Dr. John P. Campbell came over from 
Athens yesterday to arrange for the ex- 
hibition of the University of Georgia. Pres- 
ident J. B. Gambrell, of Mercer, is also in 
Atlanta, and some days ago Dr. Warren 
Candler came up from Oxford. President 
J. Harris Campbell, of the Girls’ Normal 
and Industrial school, at Milledgeville, has 
been at work for some months and will 
bring up a corps of students, who will be 
in Atlanta during the whole of the exposi- 
tion. 

Dr. Campbell has in charge the exhibit 
from the State university. He is the sec- 
retary of the faculty and occupies the 
chair of biology. Fnom the plans which 
he has in view the University of Georgia 
will make a conspicuous show. This insti- 
tution has been assigned a desirable place 
in the Georgia state building. It is now 
the work of Dr. Campbell to fill this space 
and in this he will be engaged for the next 
two months. 

“The unfversity,” he said last night, ‘‘will 
come with one of the best displays brought 
by any institution. The board of trus- 
tees have set aside a good appropriation 
for that purpose and we are going to show 
what we have and can accomplish. It is a 
notable fact that most of the great men in 
the state have been graduates from the 
university. I have compiled a list of those 
alumni who have distinguished themselves 
politically and otherwise. It is a volum- 
inous compilation and will filll a book. 

“All of our plans have not been fixed yet, 
but the university will be at the exposi- 
tion with a great display. 

Longfellow’s Home Reproduced. 

A letter was received from the Massa- 
chusetts commissioners yesterday by Pres- 
ident Collier saying that that state would 
begin at once on its building. Since the 
visit of the men from Massachusetts they 
have decided to enlarge their structure and 
from the plans presented it will be one of 
the largest state buildings on the grounds. 

In addition to this it has been decided to 
reproduce the home of Henry W. Loneg- 
fellow. Every room and the detail of his 
house will be carefully produced. 

To Deport the Chinese. 

Thirty-four Chinese boys are in San Fran- 
cisco awaiting transportation to Atlanta, 
but from what was heard yesterday by 
President Collier it is probable that they will 
be disappointed. 

They were brought out to the midwinter 
fair with epecial permission to remain 
for six months in the United States. That 
time is now out and unless there in inter- 
vention by Secretary Carlisle the boys will 
be deported. 

According to Chief Comstock, of the cus- 
toms department, who is now in Atlanta, 
it will be impossible for them to remain. 
He says that the law regarding their pres- 
ence is immutable and that it will be 
mecessary ‘to take them away, as the 
time has expired, and if it is necessary 
to have them at the exposition they will 
have to make the trip again. 

To Come from Venezuela. 

General I. W. Avery has received a let- 
ter from Louis M. Jose, the representative 
from Venezuela, saying that he would be 
in Atlanta soon to look after the interests 
of his government here. General Avery 
learned yesterday from the consul at Chile 
that the exhibition of wine from that 
country would be extensive. 

These displays will be shipped in a few 
weeks and will be in place by the last 
of next month. 


Illinois at Atlanta.

Governor Altgeld has made his selections 
for commissioners to represent Illinois at 
the Cotton States and International Ex- 
position to be held next fa‘l in Atlanta. 
The first name announced was that of A. 
S. Trude, and the list as completed con- 
sists of, bes'des that genial and illustrious 
member of the bar, Mr. George Schneider, 
also of Chicago, and Wilkam Penn Halli- 
day, of Cairo. Chicago virtually has a 
third representative, the secretary being 
Willis J. Abbott, of this city. 

Mr. 8 eider, the only republican in 
the i stfepaa been one of the best known 
citizens of Lllinois for many years. As the 
editor of The Staats Zeitung he made his 
mark before the war, and itn the early 
percod of it. He has for about thirty 
years been a leading banker. He has the 
breadth of knowledge and dignity of char- 
acter to fill the position most creditably. 
It is not to be expected that e‘ther he or 
Mr. Trude will set himse:f the task of pre- 
paring an exhibit, but when [llino's has 
occas'on to participate in a function or to 
return hosp-tality they will see that the 
state honor is duly maintained. 

Mr. Halliday is specially well fitted for 
A man of very great wealth, 
he showed himself ten years ago to be 
keenly alive to the importance of a good 
exh-bit for Illsnois at a southern exposition. 
One of the most notable features of the 
New Orleans cotton centennial was made 
at Mr. Halliday’s personal expense, and 
was at once unique and a great credit to 
the state. He selected a smal! tract of 
ground in the extreme southern part of the 
state as the source of his exhibit. First 
came the different woods natural to the 
soil, and that was quite a large variety. 
Then the agricultural products, almost 
every kind of gra‘n and vegetable, for the 
soil ‘s rich and the climate favorable. Then 
there was an enormous block of bituminous 
coal, the largest, in fact, shown by any 
state, and there was quite a sharp rivalry 
in this respect between Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
Illinois and Tennessee. Then there was 
salt, followed by quite a large variety of 
chemical products, extracted from the 
lower strata of commercial products. The 
exhibit had no companion piece in the en- 
tire exhibit and was a great honor to 
Illinois. It is to be hoped and expected 
that Mr. Halliday will “‘see”’ that exhibit, 
and go it as many points ter as it is 
possible to make it.

Tom Fitzgerald Selzed While Swimming 
in the Water. 


WAS NOT DRUNK WHEN DROWNED 


Verdict of the Coroner's Jury inthe Case 
ofthe Young Man Yesterday 
Morning. 


The coroner's jury in the case of Tom 
Fitzgerald, the young man who was drown- 
ed in the Ponce de Leon lake Wednesday 
afternoon, reached a verdict at noon yes- 
terday, the effect of which was that the 
man came to his death by accidental drown- 
ing, caused by cramps. The evidence be- 
fore the jury was all to that effect. 

The jury met at 10:30 o’clock yesterday 
morning at the undertaking establishment 
of Mr. C. H. Swift, on Loyd street, where 
the body of the dead man had been remov~- 
ed when found in the lake early yesterday 
morning. The jury consisted of Mr. dg. H. 
Cook, foreman; Dr. C. R. Giles, William 
Cleveland, J. H. Crawley, H. H. Penney 
and E. H. McClendon. Coroner Paden was 
ex-officio chaiman. 

The evidence adduced was that Fitzgerald 
and Ed Sullivan and Charles Gresham were 
in bathing in the lake Wednesday after- 
noon for an hour or two, after Which 5ul- 
livan and Gresham left the water and dress- 
ed and left Fitzgerald pushing a boat to- 
ward the boathouses, which was the last 
seen of Fitzgerald until the recovery of 
his body about 2:15 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing. The opinion of the undertaker and 
others, Captain Sorcho among them, was 
that Fitzgerald came to his death by drown-~ 
ing, caused by his taking cramps. 

Ed Sallivan’s Testimony. 

Ed Sullivan, one of the young men who 
was in swimming with Fitzgerald, was the 
first witness. He said that himself and 
Charles Gresham went out to Ponce de 
Leon about 2 o’clock. They went down to 
the boathouse and asked where Tom Fitz- 
gerald was, and asked a young man if they 
could get a boat, when they were told 
that Fitzgerald was in swimming at the 
lower end of the lake. They went to a 
willow tree on the bank and called to Fitz- 
gerald. He came over to where they were 
and Fitzgerald took them in a boat, and 
all three went to the bathhouses on the 
lower dam. ‘When they got there Fitzger- 
ald got two bathing suits and handed them 
to the two young men, and they all went 
in swimming. Gresham heard some music 
over at the pavilion and wanted to go over 
and dance. At first the witness didn’t want 
to go, but later decided to go with Gresh- 
am, and they tried to get Fitzgerald to go 
along. Fitzgerald said he would be out 
soon. The witness and Gresham then left 
the water and dressed, leaving Fitzgerald 
in the lake about twenty feet from the bank, 
pushing a boat, which was bottom side up, 
toward the boathouses. That was the last 
he had seen of Fitzgerald until his body was 
recovered. 

They All Took a Drink. 

When questioned by the coroner and Dr. 
Giles, Sullivan said that when Fitzgerald 
was missed himself and Mr. Thornton, who 
had charge of the boats, went back to the 
bathing house, and after looking about for 
Sullivan’s clothing found it in one of the 
rooms. He said that the officers seemed 
as if they had some suspicion of himself 
and Gresham, and they told them they 
would have to go to town with them. He 
did not know the object of the officers in 

em up. ‘ 
ype nag prembaiie was the next witness. 
He substantiated what Sullivan had said in 
every particular, and did mot -ge into the 
details of the drowning. . 
What Detective Bedford Satd. 

Detective H. H. Bedford/told of the work 
of the searchers, of which he was one. He 
went to the lake about 9 o’clock and helped 
to drag and dive for the body until 1 o'clock, 
when he got a message from Captain Jen- 
nings to come to town and bring Sullivan 
and Gresham with him. He telephoned for 
the patrol wagon and when it arrived he 
came to town with the men and carried 
them to the station house. He thought 
that the two men had been drinking when 
he first saw them but they were not drunk 
then. 

Captain Sorcho, the expert diver, was the 
next witness. He said that his judgment 
was that Fitzgerald went down with 
cramps. The bedy was lying face down- 
ward when he pulled it out of the lake. He 
found no marks or bruises about the body. 

Mr. Miller Found the Body. 

Bony Miller, a barkeeper, testified that 
himself and Mr. Pat Fitzgerald went out 
to the lake and assisted in the search. He 
felt the body with his grab hooks and after 
pulling it up in sight let it fall back again. 
He gave the alarm and Captain Sorcho 
came and pulled the body out. 

He Found Fitzgerald's Clothing. 

W. Cassell, the young man who has 
charge of the lake, testified to the facts in 
the case as given. He saw a boat out in 
the lake but no one was in it. He missed 
Fitzgerald and asked Sullivan and Gresham 
where he was. The men gaid that they 
did not know but supposed he had gone 
over where Mr. Thornton was. He found 
Fitzgerald's clothing in the bathhouse. 

Fitzgerald Quits Work. 

J. P. Thornton, who has some privilege 
in connection with the lake and stands at 
the springs, said that Fitzgerald was not 
drinking yesterday morning. He said that 
Fitzpatrick quit work at the boat and bath: 
houses of his own accord, stating that in 
Fitageralds own language, “he threw up 
the sponge.” Fitagerald had had some 
difference with witness's partner, but that 
witness himself was thoroughly satisfied 
with Fitzgerald’s work. 

Will Be Buried Today. 

The remains of the dead/ man will be 
buried at Hollywood cemetery at 10 o'clock 
this morning from the residence of Mrs. 
Cole, &1 Plum street, who is an aunt of 
the dead man. 

Fitzgerald has been a resident of Atlanta 
for many years and was well thought of. 
He was formerly a clerk for the Keely 
Sompany and later was with the Ryan 
Company. He has had other positions in 
the city.

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MOORE WINS THE SUIT. 


Affairs of the Atlanta Promotion Com- 
pany Still in Court. 

An interesting finale of the history of the 
Atlanta Promoting Company was reached 
yesterday afternoon in Judge Orr’s court. 

The case, though one of long standing, is 
full of interesting details, and possesses 
several fine points of law. It was the case 
of John Ff, Hughes vs. Patrick Moore, and 
the former sued the latter on thirteen past 
due notes, the face value of each note being 


or 
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Several months ago, Mr. C. H. Brooks, a 
Stranger in the city, secured board at the 
home of Mr. Moore, a very prominent labor 
man in this city, and in the employ of the 
government in the revenue service. Mr. 
Brooks had been at the boarding house only 
a short time when he approached Mr. Moore 
on a business mission, and after explaining 
the scheme, induced Mr. Moore to take 
stock to the amount of several hundred dol- 
lars in the stock company that Brooks 
claimed to have just organized. The in- 
ducements offered Mr. Moore were extra- 
ordinary, and that gentleman readily sub- 
scribed for the amount of stock that was 
offered him. Part of the purchase money 
was paid in cash, and for the remainder Mr. 
Moore gave his notes to the amount of $400. 
This amount was divided into sixteen notes 
of $25 each, payg ble monthly. 

After making further investigations, Mr. 
Moore claims to have discovered that the 
company was a fraud, and at once refused 
to pay the notes. In the meantime the pa- 
per had been transferred to a Mr. Hughes, 
who conducts a billiard parlor on Marietta 
Street. It was on these remaining unpaid 
notes that Mr. Moore was sued yesterday. 
The case was heard once before, and Judge 
Orr decided that as the notes were secured 
by false representations, they were invalid. 
The decision was appealed and on yesterday 
it was heard by a jury. The verdict was 
reached after a few moment's deliberation, 
and was to .n effect that the notes were se- 
cured by misstatementg, and it found that 
Mr. Moore should be siloaes from the pay- 
ment of all of them and that they were in- 
vaiid. 

Sometime ago Mr. Brooks was convicted 
of practicing fraud, and a motian was made 
fSr a new trial. This argument will be 
heard before Judge Westmoreland ‘this 
morning, if it is reached. Mr. Moore claims 
thay he has been defrauded by Mr. Brooks 
out of much money, and that the representa- 
tions made him were all false. This, Mr. 
Breoks denies most emphatically, and says 
that he is simpiy a victim of misfortune, 
and that the company failed legitimately 
and the assets being wiped out, his hands 
were tied. He says that he will be able to 
establish his identity and will succeed in 
proving all of the “assertions that he has 
been making. 

Mr. Moore holds just the reverse opinion 
in the matter and says that he will] prose- 
cute Brooks to the full extent of the law. 
The final outcome of the interesting case 
will be watched by many who have been

Will Be Built by the Southern Without 
the Slightest Delay. 


THE CONTRACTS TO BE LET TODAY 


Engineer Hudson Is Hero—The Exposition 
Terminals Are Also Under Way. 
Other Matters of Interest. 


Chief Engineer Hudson, of the Southern 
railway, is ‘in the city and will call for bids 
teday for the construction of the new shops 
that are to be built by that company in 
this city. 

The plans are all rolled up in large sheets 
and lie upon the desk of Major Hudson in 
his private car.. He was looking thenr 
over last night and filling out all the little 
details preparatory to the letting of the 
contracts, ard when the contracts are given 
out the work of construction will be taken 
up at once. 

The plans contemplate quite an extensive 
enlargement of the present shops of the 
Seuthern here. There will be a new ma- 
chinery hall 100x120 feet which will be of 
brick with steel roof structure entirely 
fireproof and substantial. This will have 
ten tracks entering it, which will mean 
that the Southern’s shops will have the 
capacity of turning out three times as 
many engines as they can now send from 
the machinery hall. 

In front of the machine shops that are to 
be built will be a large transfer table for 
the handling of the locomotives that are 
taken there for repairs. e 

The boiler sheps will be so enlarged as to 
give a capacity of four engines more than 
can now be turred out there. 

The blacksmith shops will be enlarged to 
three times their present capacity. 

The carpenter shops, or car-building hall, 
will be greatly enlarged and improved and 
about three times as many hands will be 
put to work there as are now engaged in 
that particular line of work. 

All of these enlargements will, of course, 
involve considerable building and there 
will be several cohtracts given out for the 
work. 

The work on the new shops has been de- 
layed for quite a while owing to the law- 
suits that have been piled up against the 
rcad on the legal grounds of damages to 
adjacent property. There were about thirty 
of these lawsuits and the amcunt of dam- 
ages claimed aggregated about $100,000. As 
soon as the officials of the Southern ascer- 
tained that these suits were pending 
against the road, having been filed against 
the old East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia, they at once stopped the work on 
the new shops to await further proceedings 
on the part of the courts. In the mean- 
time, there was great indignation mani- 
fested on the part of the citizens of At- 
lanta at a mass meeting held at the Cham- 
ber of Commerce. This meeting took ac- 
tion urging the litigants to withdraw their 
suits from the dockets of the courts, which 
many of them were willing to do on ac- 
count of the fact that they had never had 
much to do with the litigation, the law- 
yers in the cases having instituted the 
legal proceedings against the road on con- 
dition that they should get half what 
might be extracted from the railroad. 

A test case was brought up in the su- 
perior court and after much argument 
Judge Lumpkin 
demurrer set up by the attorneys for the 
railroad was not sound, and ordered that 
the case should go to a jury. The demurrer 
suit, however, was taken to the supreme 
court of the state and recently that court 
ruled that the lcwer court erred.in over- 
ruling the demurrer, showing that under 
the terms of the law the plaintiff: was not 
entitled to any damages against the rail- 
road company for obstructing the so-called 
Streets in the neighborhood of the shops. 

This decision put matters straight again 
and the Southern railway officials began 
at once to bring out their plans again 
and will make up the work ol construc- 
tion without further deiay. 

The shops will bring to Atlanta more 
than three times the laborers that are 
now engeged in the shops of the company 
here, and this will mean a great addition 
to the sturdy labor element of the city. 
They are the class of laborers that earn 
high wages and thus will be a great addi- 
tion to the city. 

Majer Hudson, the chief engineer of the 
Southern, will spend most of his time in 
the city for the next six or eight months, 
this being the central point of the South- 
ern’s movements just at present. Hie will 
have many matters te handle bearing upon 
the Interests of the construction department 
of the Southern and will necessarily have 
to make Atlanta his headquarters for the 
time. 

Engineer Lum Here. 

Mr. um, the cnief of the department 
of bridges and trestles for the Southern, 
is also in the city and is acting with Major 
Hudson in several matters of interest to 
Atlanta. ; 

They went out to the exposition grounds 
yesterday and began the work of ‘ onstruct- 
ing new trestles at the grounds for the 
Southern. 

As is well known, the Southern is the 
only railroad that will have its tracks to 
the grounds. In approaching the gates of 
the exposition the road will have to use a 
long span of trestling. The old trestle 
work of the Richmond and Danville is not 
sufficiently substantial for the heavy ex- 
position tra‘Tic that the Southern will have 
and it is the intention of Engineer Lum 
to have. the trestling all new. The old 
trestle will be torn down in the near fu- 
ture and a new span will be constructed 
for the handling of the great crowds that 
will go out to the exposition over the steam 
road. 

The double track line has all been com- 
pleted from the city to the grounds. The 
Southern will run trains on five-minute 
schedules to and from the gates of the 
exposition, all of the trains departing from 
the Markham house corner and entering 
the grounds from the eastern’ side. The 
Southern will have a handsome depot at 
the gates and just inside of the gates will 
have a handsome building, in which will 
be exhibited the various mineral and agri- 
cultural resources that lie along the lines 
of the Southern, which traverses the entire 
south from the Potomac to the Missis- 
sippi. i 

All of this work of construction falls to 
the hands cf Major Hudson and Engineer 
Lum, and they will both be in Atianta a 
great part of their time from now until the 
cpening of the exposition. 

The Southern is spending thousands of 
dclilars in the city this summer and Atlanta 
is sure to feel the good results of the 
work.

Colonel Jordan Tells How the Railroad 
Commission Sees It. 


CLASSIFICATIONS ON NEW PRODUCTS 


The Commission Had a Busy Day—The At- 
lanta and Florida Under Rule One. 
‘A Changein Lumber Rates. 


“The increase in the variety of manu- 
factures here in Georgia,” said Colonel 
G. Gunby Jordan, “is shown by the mady 
applications made to the state raiiroad 
commission for rates on commodities which 
have never before been asked for. For 
example,” said he, “we have just fixed 
a rate on car load lots of tin at the request 
of the Charles A. Conklin Manufacturing 
Company, of Atlanta. Such a thing as the 
shipment of a car load of. tin was never 
known before the Conklin Manufacturi.g 
Company developed the industry here in 
Georgia. We have also just granted the 
request of Lowe & Co., of Augusta, for 
classification of imported sugars in double 
sacks. At almost every meeting we have 
occasion to grant new classifications, usu- 
ally on manufactured articles which show 
how manufacturing is becoming increased 
and diversified here in Georgia.” 

Under Rule One, 

The commission wound up its work yes- 
terday after a session of several days. Per- 
haps the most important business was the 
order placing the Atlanta and Florida rail- 
road and the Southern railway under the 
operation of rule one. This, as has been 
explained, requires that a through rate 
be given from a point on one road to a 
point on the other, they being practically 
parts of the same system, instead of two 
local ratas as could be charged when they 
are separate roads. The matter of placing 
the Georgia Southern and Florida under 
the operation of this rule in the same man- 
ner has been held in abeyance. 

On Overlapping Lumber. 

An important decision of the commission 
was that of regulating the charges on lum- 
ber shipped so as to overlap from one car 
to another. There were several applications 
for an amendment to the commission's 
rule 23, which fixed a minimum weight of 
24,000 pounds per car. It has been the habit, 
as was shown by an illustration accompa- 
nying one of the applications, for the rall- 
roads to charge more than the commission 
thinks is right. The illustration referred 
to was where it required three cars to 
transport two car loads of lumber, the mid- 
dle car bearing the overlapping portion 
from the front and rear cars. It has been 
the habit of the railroads, for instance, to 
charge on the front and rear cars the 
maximum actual weight—that is, 40,- 
000 pounds on each car—and to charge on 
the middle car the minimum weight of 
24,000, which, in this illustration, would 
make the shipper pay for 104,000 pounds 
when only 80,000 pounds were’ carried. The 
commission’s amendment provides that the 
maximum charge should be on the mini- 
mum of the 24,000 pounds on each car. This 
is an important decision and settles a long 
disputed controversy. 

Other Matters Passed Upon. 

As a result of the fruit discussion the 
rate on pears now in force by the Southern 
Railway and Steamship Association is an- 
nounced as 54 cents as against 81 cents 
charged last month. 

In the matter of the application of the 


\Reckly Ford Brick Company against the 


Foy railroad, the commission decided in 
favor of the road, holding that it was a 
tram road and not a common carrier. 

The case made by Mr. Fuller E. Calla- 
way, of LeGrange, against the Atlanta and 
West Point road was withdrawn by Mr. 
Callaway,+ who will bring it before the in- 
terstate commission when it meets in Au- 
gust. It is claimed by Mr. Callaway that 
LaGrange is discriminated against on ship- 
ments from New Orleans. The commission 
will met again on the bth. In the mean- 
time the attorney general will prepare his 
the 
interstate commission against the Southern 
Railway and Steamship Association on its 
peach rates. 

Off for Warm Springs. 

The governor was able to be at his office 
for a little while yesterday and spent most 
of his time in going through the mail 
which has accumulated during his long ill- 
ness. At 4 o'clock he left for Warm 
Springs. He went in the private car of 
President George C. Smith, of the Atlanta 
and West Point railway, and was accom- 
panied by Attorney General Terrell, by 
his oldest son, and by Private Secretary 
Frank Callaway. 

The governor has offered a reward of $100 
for the arrest of Adolphus Badger and Wil- 
liam Bruce, who, on the 4th of July, killed 
Early Batey here in Atlanta. :

Silver in Nicaragua. 

Senor Lacayo, of Nicaragua, who is 
now in New York, reports prosperity and 
progress in his country under the single 
silver standard. 

Lacayo is a wealthy banker, and is 
good authority in financial matters. He 
says that the circulating medium of 
Nicaragua is silver and government 
notes, and both circulate at par. The 


government coins no gold and there is, 


none in the country except what is re- 
ceived from the United States, England 
and France. 

Micaragua, like Mexico, has found the 
singe silver standard in every way sat- 
isfuctory. Uruguay, too, it will. be 
recollected, gets along prosperously with- 
out any gold, and her government paper 
currency is so sound that American trav- 
elers in that country have to submit to 
a discount of 4 per cent when they ex- 
change American gold for Uruguayan 
paper. 

When bankers and business men from 
Mexico, Nicaragua and Uruguay visit 
New York and talk to our goldbugs the 
latter find it difficult to hold up their 
end of-the argument. They are mere 
theorists, while the Spanish-Americans 
are able to point to the practical work- 
ings of their financial system, and they 
never fail to make the point that they 
are prosperous under it and are not the. 
victims of the shrinkage of values which 
has followed the establishment of the 
single gold standard in this country. 

In our campaign of education on the 
currency question. the Spanish-Americans 
are rendering valuable aid.

How the Price of Cotton Is Fixed. 

It cannot be denied by any student or 
thoughtful man who has investigated 
the subject that Liverpool completely 
controls the price of our cotton and 
wheat. 

We have received a circular from Dr. 
C. E. Farnham, in which he projects a 
plan to checkmate this state of affairs. 
He proposes to form a wheat and cotton 
trust so as to combine the entire Ameri- 
can product and let it be controlled by 
an association of producers of wheat and 
cotton, fixing a uniform price so as to 
establish values and a market without 
reference to the world’s wishes. The 
circular is quite elaborate and contains 
many facts that are true, but we do not 
think his scheme is feasible. 

The best way to control the value of 
our products is through a proper finan- 
cial system. Any trust or combination 
inaugurated without money to back it 
will be utterly useless. The great combi- 
nation which is hurting the producers 
all over the land is the combination that 
controls the gold of the world. They 
have succeeded in making it the stand- 
ard of value, and then they went to work 
and cornered the standard. This is the 
reason we have in this country, as Dr. 
Farnham claims— 


Five thousansl millionaires and 500,39) 
tramps, farms mortgaged from~ Maine to 
Oregon, a public and private indebted- 
ness held by their friends in Europe to 
the amount of $6,000,000,000, the interest 
upon which exceeds the gross value of all 
exported breadstuffs, and a public and 


private indebtedness at home of over $30,- 


000,000,000. 

Of course, the manipulation by Eng- 
land of our money system has not been 
the only means employed to give for- 
eigners the control of the value of our 
crops. England has its agencies at 
work and among others who are serv- 
ing in the effort to depreciate the price 
of our cotton are the Neill Brothers, of 
New Orleans, who felicitated themselves 
in one of their eirculars, issued last year, 
for having saved the English spinners 
millions of pounds by holding downmthe 
price of our cotton. They proclaimed 
early last year, without a scintilla of 
knowledge, that the coming crop would 
amount to 10,250,000 bales. This was 
rung into the ears of all the English 
people and cotton began to tumble until 
it went to 4% cents a pound. It made 
no difference to them that the estimate 
missed the truth by 750,000 bales, for it 
served its purpose admirably. The Neill 
estimates are intentionally much greater 
than facts justify, the motive being the 
depreciation of the price of cotton in the 
interest of English buyers. And yet 
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found on sale ; 
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after year. 

It is generally believed that the crop 
of cotton for 1895 will not be far in ex- 
cess of 9,700,000. While this itself is a 
large crop, it is not too large for the in- 
creased consumption that the world 
would demand if times were not what 
they have been in the last twelve months, 

We have fixed our currency to suit 
the needs of our export trade and neg- 
lected entirely our domestic trade. We 
are absolutely’ doing more to helpathe 
foreigners than we are to help our own 
people, and it is not surprising that we 
have such a state of affairs as explained 
by Dr. Farnham. This state will con- 
tinue until the people force a change in 
our public policy. We thought that we 
were going to have a change when we 
elected a democratic president, but Wwe 
find him following in the footsteps of 
his republican predecessors in everything 
that gives the right to the English peo- 
ple to control the products of labor in 
this country. 

Now we do not believe that this can 
be upset by the formation of another 
trust to meet it. It can only be reme- 
died by a change in our financial policy 


so that our money can be used in the in- 
terest of our own people instead of as 
an agency to serve England in its 
schemes to depreciate our labor,

At a_ picnic near 
Buffalo a man assaulted a seven-year-old 
girl. These are the most horrible cases 
reported in one day’s. dispatches, but 
there are others in the south and south- 
west almost as atrocious. 

In some of these instances the crimi- 
nals escaped, but in others they were 
arrested and are in imminent danger of 
being lynched. 

It is impossible to resist the conviction 
that this country is becoming notorious 
for crimes against women. In no sec- 
tion is it possible any longer for an un-. 
protected woman or litfle girl to be left 
alone in an isolated dwelling, or take 
a solitary walk in the woods, and be 
justinea in feeling absolutely safe. With 
the multiplication of tramps and erimi- 
nals the most peaceful neighborhood is 
liable at any time to be tthe scene of the 
worst of crimes. 

Aside from our criminal classes, it is 
also claimed that licentiousness is on 
the increase. 

We fear that it will be impossible to 
check this epidemic of crime until jus- 
tice becomes more &wift and certain, and 
& wave of genuine moral reform rolls 
over the land.

A Fatal Joke. 

The death of Dr. A. N. Leete, at Scran- 
ton, Pa., brings to light a sad story. 

Last February Dr. Leete received a 
letter bearing the Los Angeles postmark. 
It was addressed to him at Newark, 
and had been forwarded to Philadelphia 
and thence to Seranton. The doctor had 
lived in Newark and had moved from 
there to Scranton. 

The letter was from a law firm and in- 
formed Dr. Leete that one Henry Carey 
had died in Los Angeles, and had left 
him $50,000 in return for a favor done 
him many years before. 

Leete was delighted when he read the 
letter, and he at once recollected that 
twenty-five years ago, when he lived in 
Newark, he had loaned 2 young man 
named Carey $500 with which he went 
west. He telegraphed the Los Angeles 
lawyers asking them how he should be 
identified, and In reply received full in- 
structions. Provided with his identifica- 
tion papers he went to Los Angeles to 
take possession of his estate. He was 
old and poor, and the bequest came just 
in the nick of time. 

Arriving at Los Angeles, the doctor 
telegraphed home that his identification 
papers were all right, but said nothing 
of the fortune. Later he wrote to his 
wife that the legacy was about $5,000. 
Then he wrote that the discovery of 
some valuable gems in the safet} deposit 
vault where his legacy was deposited, 
would bring it up to the original figure, 
$50,000, 

The following month, March, he re- 
turned home with the statement that the 
Carey estate would not be distributed 
until the middle of July. He was very 
reticent about the matter and pined 
away and died in June. 

A correspondence then followed be- 
tween the dead man’s family and the 


| California attorneys. The latter replied 
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‘that the first they heard of the 
was Dr. Leete’s telegram asking about 
identification. Supposing that it was 
simply an ordinary legal question they 
telegraphed an answer, and were sur- 
prised when he came to Los Angeles 
and showed them the letter about the 
estate bearing their signature. They 
told him that the letter was bogus, and 
that there was no estate and no Henry 
Carey. Leete was greatly mortified and 
begged them riet to mention the affair. | 
They complied with his request and tried 
without success to get him a situation, 
and the disapointed man then returned 
to Scranton. 

There is no doubt that the unfortunate 
man died of grief. He was 4 nhewspa- 
per writer of ability, and was once as- 
sociated with Horace Greeley. Thirty 
years ago he was worth $250,000, but 
lost it in bad investments. His death 
was undoubtedly caused by a heartless 
practical joke, and when he found out 
‘that he had been deceived he could not 
summon the courage to tell his family 
and friends how he had been humil- 
iated.

More British Aggression. 

If it be true, as The New York Herald 
is advised, that the British have seized 
the island of Trinidad, which is under 
the jurisdiction of Brazil, there will be 
a serious controversy between that coun- 
try and England, and the United States 
will have to take a hand in it or back 
down. 

Trinidad belongs to Brazil. There is 
no question as to that fact. Now, in the 
recent correspondence between our state 
department and the British government 
eoncerning the Nicaragua affair Mr. 
Cleveland's policy was clearly defined, 
and it was announced that we would 
not permit any territory on the Ameri- 
can continent to be acquired by a Euro- 
pean power. 

In the face of this notification we are 
told that the British have made another 
land grab, this time making Brazil the 
victim. The programme mapped out by 
England is so plain that it cannot be 
mistaken. With her military and naval 
strongholds in Canada, the Bermudas, 
the West Indies, British Guiana and 
British Honduras, and with this last 
seizure, and the probable acquisition of 
another. slice of Central America and 
Hawaii, it will be seen that the strong- 
est and most rapacious power on the 
globe is preparing to complete the cor- 
don of bayonets and cannon which near- 
ly surrounds us now. 

If we fail to enforce the Monroe doc- 
trine, and Submit to these aggressions, 
we must give up the Nicaragua canal, 
and abandon all hope of maintaining our 
political, financial and commercial su- 
premacy in this hemisphere. 

It would be a glorious thing for the 
American people if we had Andrew 
Jackson in the white house now. That 
is, of course, impossible, but there would 
still be hope if we had a genuine Ameri- 
can there.

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From Republican lowa. 

We observe that some of the gold 
standard organs are felicitating upon the 
fact that a few county democratic mags 
meetings in Iowa have declared in faver 
of the gold standard. It is proclaimed 
with great flourish that this is an indica- 
tion that the democrats of Iowa do not 
want free coinage.

If some of our able statesmen who 
are now paying their patronage obliga- 
tions are prepared to exchange the solid 
array of certaim democratic states for 
the probability of an electoral vote from 
Iowa, it is because their judgment has 
suffered the same shock to which their 
consciences and their convictions have 
been recently subjected.

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Greasy Jim and Others. 

The New Orleans Times-Democrat is 
doing its level best to reform criminal 
justice in Louisiana. It complains, with 
good reason, of the law’s delay, and 
saiys of a recent case: 


We have a fine sample of this in the 
case of Jim Murray (Greasy Jim), now un- 
der sentence of death. The murder he 
committed had no relieving feature; it was 
so brutal that there was no trouble in se- 
curing a conviction. Mr. Maher, Greasy’s 
counsel, has shown a wonderful zeal in 
holding off the trial as long as possible 
and in putting off the execution. He even 
took the trouble to go to Wahsington and 
get the United States supreme court to give 
him a writ of error. This ties up the Greasy 
Jim case until October, and may enable it 
to hang on for three or four years, while 
a worthless negro, who ought to have been 
hung long ago, is supported in idleness at 
the parish prison. The case is supposed 
to show the great zeal of Mr. Maher, but 
it shows rather the weakness of our entire 
criminal justice. There has never been 
the slighest defense in the Greasy Jim. case; 
never the slighest reason why he should 
not be punished for his crime, but the laws, 
as administered by our courts, can be 
so twisted that a murderer, no matter how 
brutal his crime,vean live on for years 
at the public expense, while the state has 
to expend thousands in his prosecution. 
When Greasy Jim is hung, if@he is ever 
hung, it will represent a cost of many thou- 
Sands to the state. Is it a wonder, then, 
that the people throughout the country are 
getting more and more‘inclined to avoid de- 
lays, uncertainties and expenses of the law 
and to appeal to Judge Lynch. 


There are too many Greasy Jims in 
the country. We have them here in 
Georgia occasionally, although it is only 
simple justice to our judges to say that 
they do all that can be done, as the law 
now stands, to expedite the administra- 
tion of criminal justice. 

Still, Greasy Jim is hard to get rid of, 
and he is just as much of a nuisance in 
New York as he is in Louisiana. There 
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every state and blocks the wheels of jus- 
tice. What we need is a careful and 
judicious revision of the criminal code 
ard a new method of criminal proced- 
ure which will abolish the delays now so 


common. 


Squandering Public Money. 

If the good people of Connecticut re- 
elect the legislature which recently ad- 
journed they will deserve to be robbed 
again. 

The statesmen of Connecticut have 
broken the record in the matter of giv- 
ing away the money of other people. Be- 
fore they adjourned they appropriated 
a lot of money to newspaper reporters, 
and also to public employes who are 
paid regular salaries. ‘The reporters 
got $8,000, and money was also voted to 
messengers, doorkeepers, cloakroom at- 
tendants, clerks and others. Two boot 
blacks got $50 eath, and three newsboys 
in the capitol received $25 each. Alto- 
gether, the reckless generosity of fhe 
Connecticut legislature cost the tax pay- 
ers $30,000, 

In these hard times the officials who 
waste and give away the people’s money 
are little better than robbers. They had 
no right to do it, and it would serve 
them right if their constituents mobbed 
them and drove them out of the state. 

The people of Georgia would not stand 
any such nonsense, if our legislators 
had the power and the inclination to loot 
the treasury for the benefit of their 
friends. If a legislature should take 
$30,000 of the public money and scatter 
it around this way it would seal the polit- 
ical death warrant of every one of its 
members. 


Progress of the War in Cuba. 

The reports from the seat of war in 
Cuba continue unsatisfactory and con- 
flicting, but it is known that the insur- 
gents are steadily gaining ground. 

General Campos has been unfortunate 
since he took command of the Spanish 
army, and Gomez, Maceo and other 
Cuban leaders seem to be more than his 
mateh in an irregular, guerrilla warfare. 
The recent battle of Bayamo is claimed 
as a Spanish victory, but neither side 
gained a decided advantage. The first 
part of the fight lasted six hours. Later, 
3,000 Cuban cavalry charged the Span- 
iards in front, while the infantry at- 
tacked them in the rear. For five hours 
a hand to hand fight was waged, and 
General Campos was forced to kill his 
horses and mules in order to use their 
dead bodies for breastworkKs. ~Campos 
succeeded in getting his troops back to 
their fortifications in Bayamo, .but his 
losses were so heavy that the Cubans 
are jubilant over the result. 

Yellow fever is decimating the ranks 
of the Spaniards, and on that account it 
has been decided not to send any more 
troops from Spafh until October. In the 
meantime the Cubans will burn towns 
and villages and harass the enemy in 
every possible way. 

In some quarters Campos is severely 
criticised, and if he does not speedily do 
something to regain his lost prestige the 
chances are that he will resign or be re- 
called to Madrid.

It is announced from Washington that 
Mr. Cleveland is engaged in “setting up 
the pins’’ for a fourth nomination. The 
president has shown himself too good a 
politician to be engaged in any such busi- 
ness. 

Mr. Cleveland is not as strong with his 
party at present as when he was last nom- 
inated, and if it had not been for republi- 
can votes he would not today be the pres- 
ident of the United States. His own party 
is hopelessly split on the currency question, 
and the free silver wing would sooner 
vote in 1896 for Benjamin Harrison than for 
him. The faction of the republican party 
that voted for and elected Mr. Cleveland 
and the last congress did so to secure a 
modification of the tariff, and having par- 
tially succeeded in that, they have nothing

Cleveland, but that wing of the party un- 
aided could not elect a president, while the 
gold wing of the republican party is not 
likely to be driven out of its own house, 
and he has nothing to expect from them. 

The political signs of the times in both 
parties show that the demand will be for 
new men, and neither Harrison nor Cleve- 
land will supply the wants of their own 
parties. The battle next year is almost 
certain to be fought along new lines with 
fresh candidates. It is to be the people’s 
and not the politicians’ campaign. Poli- 
tics is now shaped more as it was in 1860 
than at any time since, and it is the man 
who is nearest the people who will be most 
likely to win. financial question is 
more of a personal one than was slavery, 
and both sides of at question will be 
represented by men ‘alive to that interest. 
Neither party can afford to have for a 
leader any one outside of the charmed 
circle that includes the people. The next 
president will be like Abraham Lincoln, 
the people’s nominee.

The regiment’s association of veterans is 
composed of a number of the bravest and 
intrepid soldiers that went to the 
war from Georgia. The regiment was 
made up when it went to the war of brave, 
dashing young fellows from a dozen coun- 
ties of middle Georgia, among them being 
Fulton, Bibb, Butts, Spalding, Pike, Clay- 
ton, Henry, Campbell, Rockdale, Twiggs, 
Monroe and other counties. The regiment 
was commanded by Colonel James 8. Boyn- 
ton, of Griffin, afterwards governor of 
Georgia, and was connected with the com- 
mand of General Rufus E. Lester, of 
Savannah. The regiment went through the 
war, doing service in the western army. 
It was in the fighting through Mississippi 
and the disastrous fighting in Tennessee 
and at Chickamauga.

In accordance with that recommendation 
Coroner Paden went before Ordinary Cal- 
houn yesterday at noon and swore out the 
writ. The ordinary set next Monday as the 
date of hearing on the writ and the hour 
10 o clock a. m. All of the witnesses—and 
there will be a good many of them—will be 
summoned to appear at that hour and the 
trial will proceed. 

Thought Wylie Was His Enemy. 

The evidence against the demented boy is 
all clecumstantial, but by many it is believ- 
ed to be conclusive, the particulars of the 
murder and actions of Williarns afterwards 
and previous to the murder indicating that 
the crime was committed by him. It was 
known that he had a spite at the watchman 
and had frequently expressed the fear that 
he was in danger of being poisoned by Wy- 
lie. Williams frequently had spells of de- 
mentia and on several occasions became 
partially violent. On other occasions he ran 
away from home and wandered about the 
woods in the vicinity of his home and talk- 
ed in a wild imaginary manner to his 
friends. Williams denies that he committed 
the crime, but dees not hesitate to say that 
he did not like Wylie. 

Williams Talked Last Night. 

When seen in his cell at the station house 
by a Constitution reporter the boy talked 
indifferently of the murder and of Wylie. 
When told that he would be tried for luna- 
cy by the ordinary next Monday he said 
that he didn’t give a d—m what they did 
with him. Following his remark, the boy 
appeared to become resentful of his imagin- 
ary wrongs and he said: 

“It's a good thing for me that Wylie was 
killed. He Kept tiying to drug me and lied 
about me all the time. He went around 
and talked about me and tried to drug me 
by putting sulphuric acid in a bucket ot wa- 
ter. It tasted of the water and it tasted 
sour, Everybody had it in for me and tried 
to drug me. 1 wanted to go away, but had 
no money, and wasn't able to walk. Wylie 
always lied about me and everybody tried 
to drug me.”’ 

Thinks Everybody Drugged Him. 

The boy.reiterated his statements several 
times and said several times with emphasis 
that he didn’t care if Wylie was killed. Oc- 
casionally he laughed in an indifferent Gort 
of way and appeared to labor under the be- 
lief that he was being druggé4 all the time. 
He said he would rather be killed than 
drugged. The boy appears to be an inveter- 
ate cigarette smoker and he almost con- 
stantly has a cigarette in his mouth. He is 
allowed the freedom of the state depart- 
ment corridor part of the time. He cursed 
freely last nignt when questioned and ap- 
peared indifferent to everything. Members 
of his family were included among thuse 
who he said had drugged him. 

Williams will probably be removed from 
the station house to the jail today, where 
he will be held until tried. If convicted of 
lunacy he will probably be sent to the state

Professor B. E. West Restored To His Old 
Position in the Boys’ High School. 


WAS LEFT OFF AT THE LAST ELECTION 


And Professor Montgomery Was 
Put in His Place. 


NOW THE LATTER WILL HAVE TO 60 


Meeting of the Board of Education Yes- 
terday—Action on the Overfiow School. 
Other Matters Before the Board. 


In a mood for reconsideration the board of 
education met in the office of Superinten- 
dent Slaton yesterday afternoon and one or 
two important changes were made in the 
list of teachers as reported at the last reg- 
ular meeting of the board. 

Professor E. E. West, whose name was 
not included among the fortunate number 
of teachers re-elected last June, returns to 
his old position in the Boys’ High school, 
and Professor Montgomery, who was desig- 
nated as his successor, goes down under the 
guillotine of the board's official action. 

This announcement will be a surprise to 
the public. At the same time the news will 
be gratifying to the friends of Professor 
West, who failed to discover the grounds on 
which the action of the board, in refusing to 
re-elect kim, was based. 

Professor West is a young man—perhaps 
the youngest teacher in the public schools 
of the city.‘ He is quite popular socially, 
and as a graduate of Annapolis naval acade- 
my took a high stand. He has been promi- 
nent and active in .natters relating to the 
intellectual development of young men. Few 
young men about the city are better known 


» than he, 


When tke roll of teachers for the year 
was sent in and his name was found tv be 
missing there Was a great deal of surprise. 
No one could think of a reason why he 
should be summarily dropped and some one 
put in his place. No explanation of the 
matter has been offered and the action of 
the board yesterday indicates that there was 
sOme mistake, 

Professor Montgomery comes in for a lib- 
eral share of sympathy, having made all his 
arrangements to enter upon his school du- 
ties this fall. He is given his walking pa- 
pers without notice and before he has had 
an opportunity to enjoy the sweets of his 
new position or draw the first installment 
of his year’s salary. 

The action of the board was the result of 
a long and heated discussion and the views 
of the members in regard to the matter 
were poth freely and fully expressed. 

In audition to this important change a 
slight alteration was made in the present ar- 
rangement of teachers in Walker street 
school. Miss McGuire, who teaches the 
fourth grade B, exchanges place with Miss 
Roberts, the teacher of fifth grade B. The 
order in which their names appear on the 
list of teachers is simply reversed. 

How the Faculty Stands. 

Since the actien of the board in restoring 
Professor West to his old position and 
striking out the name of Professor Mont- 
gomery, as one of the teachers, the follow- 
ing is the membership of the faculty: 

Professor W. M. Slaton, principal and 
teacner of third grade; Professor M. lL. 

grittain, second grade A; Professor KE. E. 
West, second grade B; Professor W.. F. 
Dykes, firs, grade A; Professor Jones, first 
grade , 

At the last meeting of the board of edu- 
cation Chairman Hendrix announced that 
the medicai college building on Edgewood 
avenue had been leased for another year 
and the exercises of the schovul will be hela 
‘in that building next term, 

No action hag been taken as yet 1n re- 
gard to the new building and the outlook is 
at present rather discouraging. 

EKtght Grades in To 

The action cf the city councN in appropri 
ating $000 tor the purpose of making t‘razer 
and Wdgewood avenue schools eight-grade 
sclicels was ennounced at the board 1. e+t- 
ing yesterday afterncon. 

It was decided to accept the amount ap- 
prcepriated by the council and to make each 
of ihe schools complete by adding the re- 
qiisite number of grades, 

The tnattcr was*referred tv the sommitte> 
on teachers with instructions to report a 
complete list of teachers for both xeenools, 
with eight grades each, at the next meeting 
of the board in August. This action of the 
board places these schools on an equal foot- 
ing with the other gramunar schools of the 
city. 

Chairman Hendrix reported a change in 
the boundary lines of Frazer street school 
distr.ct, giving to that school four contig- 
uous block heretofore belonging to tne Fair 
street school district. Fraser is one of the 
best schools in the city, but the district is 
not as thickly populated ag others, and is 
largely mace up of humble families. For 
this reason Chairman Hendrix thought best 
to make this change, giviny raore territory 
to Fraser strect school, 

An Overflow Building. 

The question of providing fur an overflow 
in the public schools this fall next came up 
for discussion. 

It was evident to the board from the num- 
ber of tickets already issued that the 
schools would be overrun with pupils this* 
fall, especially in the lower grades, The 
city is obliged to take oare of the pupils and 
for this reason it devolved upon the board 
yesterday afternoon to take the matter in 
hand. 

After a lengthy discussion the question 
of providing for the increased attendance 
of pupils this fall was referred to a joint 
committee made up of the two committees 
on teachers and buildings and grounds, with 
instructions to confer with the members of 
the city council. As soon as a decision is 
reached this committee will call a special 
meeting of the board of education and the 
question will again be taken up.

MAY FIGHT IT YET. 
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Some Property Owners Do Not Like 
the Day Sidewalk Ordinance. 

That ordinance of Mr, Day's requiring 
new flagging of uniform size and a similarity 
in sidewalks may have a hard time yet. 

But the present indications are that the 
terms of the ordinance will be carried out 
to the letter. 

After the ‘ardinfince had passed both 
branches of the general council it was, of 
course, transmitted to the mayor for hie 
consideration and was by him approved. 
That was some twerty days ago and after 
the new law had been transcribed to the 
record books the city engineer was furnish- 
ed with a lst of the places which are to be 
improved by the ordinance. The engineer 
then notified the owners of the property of 
the passage of the law and with it gave 
them a copy of the law, That law gives the 
owners of the property thirty days within 
which to do the work or have it done, after 
which the city will have the work done, if 
it has not been commenced by the owner, 
and a fi. fa. will issue for the cost, The 
thirty days which the law gives has not 
yet expired and will not run out until about 
the middle of next month. If at the end of 
that time the property owners have not 
done the work it will be done by the city— 
of course at the expense of the property 
owners—unless some obstruction is thrown 
in the way. 

The new ordinance was fought before the 
general council by Mr. Healey, representing 
some of the property owners affected, and 
when it became a law Mr. Healey was not 
at all satisfied. It is intimated now that he 
and some of the other owners may join 
in and go to the courts f@ an injunction. 
Mr. Day, however, does not apprehend 
any trouble of that kind and declares that 
an inspection of the points indicated in the 
ordinances will show that the work is abso- 
lutely essential to the ease of pedestrians. 
Mr. Day was careful to include in the ordi- 
nance no more places than were absolutely 
necessary. 


DIDN*’T TAKE HIS ADVICE. 


Mr, McAdoo, Who Hit the Editor, Not 
the Atlanta Man.

PRICES MAKE HOLDERS ANXIOUS TO SELL 


It Was a Professional Market in Stooks, 
with the Closs Higher—Notics Day on 
August Cotton Causes Uneasiness. 


New York, July 25.—It was a narrow and 
professional market at the stock exchange 
today. London suid St. Paul and Louis- 
ville and Nashville, but not enough to 
have any effect on prices. The ctock offer- 
ed by foreign houses was quickly absorbed, 
and when the selling from those sources 
ceased the market, so far as the railway 
issucs are coneerned, showed a tendency to 
improve. The dealings, however, were in- 
significant and simply reflected the opera- 
tions of the rcom traders, who sold stocks 
yesterday on tiie rumors of damage to the 
spring wheat crop. The only feature of 
the market was Chicago Gas. This stock 
scld as low as 53%—i1,000 shares changing 
hands on the way down. The break was 
attributed to selling by a well-known oper- 
ator who, in the past, has been considered 
a friend of the property. Sugar was irreg- 
viar and in the main weak. Leather pre- 
ferred, after rising to 89, dropped to 8u4@ 
87. Cordage securities were quiet. It is 
announced that a number of bankers and 
capitalists have withdrawn their support 
frcm the protective committee and have 
deposited their bonds with the Waterbury 
ccommitte> It will be recalled that J. 
Pierpont Morgan & Co. recently gave their 
assent to the Waterbury plan. Speculation 
at the close was quiet. Net changes for 
the day show advances of 4@% per cent, 
but the Industrials recorded losses of %@ 
2% per cent. The transactions footed up 
178,470 shares, including 41,000 Chicago Gas, 
21,500 Sugar and 10,900 Rock Island.

Mr. J. De Neufville, a member of the 
New York stock exchange, says: 

“The crops are so near safety that it 
has already begun to be discounted in 
prices on the stock exchange as is shown 
by the tendency of the market this weex. 
The buying is not ai covering of shorts. 

“In the Grangers I think the short in- 
terest is a buyer; also people who are 
getting enthusiastic over crop prospects, 
but I feel that one sheuld remember that 
while these roads will make laiger earn- 
ings, the operating expenses will also large- 
ly increase, because the companies will put 
themselves ugainst a bad crop year in the 
future. Under the circumstances. people 
who expect Rock Island immediately to 
advance to a 4 per cent dividend will be 


disappointed. 

“The iron industry, which has had a 
great improvement, will have another ad- 
vance in prices when tne crops become as- 
sured, because the railroads have been 
holding back expenditures for increased 
stippues until they know they will be need- 
ed and when they make their purchases 
the iron industry will furnish a large por- 
tion of their supplies. The companies much 
prefer to pay even a higher price for rails 
when the crop is essured and they know 
they will need them. 

“Chicago Gas is in a position worth not- 
ing. During the dullness of the past six 
weeks, the Indrstrial stocks not being 
supported and having special pressure from 
the throwing on the market of Director 
Payne's holdings of Chicago Gas, this stock 
has been pressed to a point below its value, 
in my judgment. The new insiders evi- 
dently sold simply because they d.d not 
want tiresome and expensive lawsuits. The 
question now is as to whether after the 
25 per cent decline the bears care to attack 
it any further, especially as its business 
is good and is being done in the second 
largest city in the country. Even if it 
does reduce its dividendd to a 4 per cent 
basis, the stock is attractive. 

“There is much meaning, however, in the 
fact that the parties who began these law- 
suits against the companies when the stock 
was selling 20 or 25 per cent higher, have 
a g£ood deal of human nature in them aud 
are, therefore, apt to turn abcut and find 
their way to furnish uw charter which au- 
tacrities in Illincis will consider legal if a 
25 per cent advance can be easier produced 
than further decline,’’ 

A house wel§ advised on Rock Island said 
last night: 

“Rock Island has risen less than the 
other Grangers, going up about 14 points 
compared with 15 for St. Paul and 19 for 
Burlington. Rock Island, in view of its 
cash in the treasury, its freedom from 
floating debt and the fact that it has fully 
maintained its ratio of epeating expenses 
in the last three years is in quite as good 
a condition with reference to the applica- 
tion of increased earnings to dividends as 
any of the Granger roads. This fact ought 
to tell and probably will tell in the price.’’

Mr. M. M. Campbell Dies While Waiting 
To Consult a Physician. 


———— 


SUDDENLY SEIZED WITH CONVULSIONS 


Consciousness—He Will Be 
Buried Today. 


— 


Mr. M. M. . 
in the service of the Western and Atlantic 
Railroad Company 4s 4 clerk, died aud- 
denly with heart failure in the office of Dr. 
Cc, R. King, on Peachtree street, yester- 
day morning. Mr. Campbell's death was @ 
painful one; he died with convulsions. 

Mr. Campbell went to the office of the 
physician at 116% Peachtree street, presum- 
ably to be treated for something, and while 
waiting for Dr. King to come in was sud- 
denly attacked with a spell of convulsions, 
from which he died in an hour, never re- 
immediate 


, . 71 
gaining consciousness. The 


cause of his death was heart failure, as 
stated. 

Mr. Campbell has been in bad nealth in 
recent months and his condition was grad- 
ually becoming worse. Yesterday morning 
he felt more than his usual indisposition 
and decided to ask Dr. King’s advice and 
request his treatment for his illness. He 
went to the physician's office early in the 
morning, but Dr. King was absent at the 
time. When told by a young lady in Dr. 
King’s oftice that he would have to call lat- 
er Campbell went away and returned in 
an hour. He was shown in an ante-room 
and while waiting for the physician tq 
come in was attacked as stated. Dr. King 
rushed to his side and endeavored to learn 
from Mr. Campbell what his trouble was, 
but the latter was then unconscious and in 
convulsions. The physician quickly made 
an examination of the sick man and called 
in Dr. J. G. Lawshe, whose office is on the 
floo? below .Dr.. King’s. The two physi- 
cians did all in their power in the knowl- 
edge of medical science to relieve Mr. 
Campbell, but their combined efforts were 
unsuccessful and the sick man died at 
about 11:30 o’clock. 

The family and relatives of the dead 
man were quickly notified and Mr. H. L. 
Campbell, the oldest son of the dead man, 


soon responded. He had the body removed 


to the undertaking establishment of Hilburn 
& Bowden, on East Hunter street, where 
it was prepared for burial. Other mem »ers 
of the dead man’s family were notified and 
his wife, who was visiting in Cartersville, 
reached the city yesterday afternoon in 
response to a telegram notifying her of 
her hudband’s death. 

Late yesterday afternoon the body was 
removed to the family residence on Lee 
street, West End, where it lay last night. 
It will be taken :to Dalton at 8 o’clock 
this morning and interred in that city at 
noon. 

Mr. Campbell left a wife and four chil- 
dren, two sons and two daughters. The 
daughters are Misses Annie and Dawson 
Campbell. Mr. H. L. Campbell, .he oldest 
son, is the well known commission mer- 
chant, a member of the firm of Legge & 
Campbell. The other son is Mr. Frank 
Campbell. 

Mr. Campbell was a man of many good 
traits of character and during his long 
residence in the city made hundreds of 
friends who were pained to learn of his 
sudden demise yesterday. He was genial 
and generous and never failed to do a 
good deed when an opportunity presented 
itself. He was a member of several se- 
cret societies and was well thought of by 
every one who knew him. He belonged to 
the Free and Accepted Masons, the Royal 
Arch Masons and the Knights of Pythias. 
His membership in the Free and Accepted 
Masons was placed in the W. D. Luckie 
lodge of West End. He was a member of 
Mt. Zion chapter No. 16 Royal Arch Ma- 
Sons and of the West End lodge of Knights 
of Pythias. He carried a $5,000 life insur- 
ance policy in some of the organizationg@to 
Which he belonged. 

The Knights of Pythias of the West End 
lodge will escort the body of their ‘deceased 
brother, Mr. M. M. Campbell, to tne 'West- 
ern and Atiantic train this morning.

SHE WANIS DAMAGES} 


Mrs. Ware Brings Suit Against the City 
of East Point. 


SHE SEEKS. T0 RECOVER $250 DAMAGES ! 


The Petition Declares That the City Re- 
moved Her Property Without Her 
Consent and Paid Her Nothing. 


, 


A suit against ‘the city of East Point 
was filed in ttre clérk’s office yesterday af- 
ternoon by Mrs. Nancy H. Ware, a resident 
of that place, in which she asks for dam- 
ages in the amount of $250, and the paper 
contains some unusual charges. 

Mrs. Ware charges that the city of East 
Point took possession of her building ‘with- 
out her knowledge or consent and used it 
an entire term without paying her a cent. 

The petition shows that on September 1, 
1894, the city of Bast Point, through its 
officers, entered the property of Mrs. Ware, 
and took possession .of the building, which 
in past years has been used as a schwool- 
house. In her building, she claims that the 
city conducted a school for the entire ses- 
sion, closing last June, and that for the 
use of the building and premises she has 
not been able to ecolect any rent, which 
now amounts to $990. 

The petition further sets forth that in 
the building which had been taken posses- 
sion’ of .without her consent, were stored 
forty desks and chairs, which were also 
her property. This furniture was taken 
from the building and placed in the new 
school building that has just’ been com- 
pleted by the town. She estimates that 
the desks and chairs were worth $160, and 
now seeks to obtain a verdict for the 
amount of the furniture and the past due 
rent. The petition is signed by JL. Key, 
as attorney for Mrs. Ware, and the suit Is 
directed to the-city court of Atlanta. 

The entire fall ‘session of East Péint 


school was taught in her building, and the” 
fact that she'telaims that the property wasai 
entered and. the .furniture taken without” 
her consent, adds an interesting feature to 


the suit. East Point’ Ras just completed a 
most magnificent school building, and it will 


be oceupied this. fall for the first time. 


The building is located near the‘old $é¢hool, 
which was used last year by the. city. 

On next Monday morning Judge Mart will 
hear the argument on the motion for a new 
trial for Will Myers. Attorfey Moyers re- 
ceived a letter yesterday morning ‘from 
Judge Hart, saying that the hearing would 
be at Dublin, instead of Union Point, as 
was first decided upon. Attorney Moyers 
will probably be the only one of the de- 
fense that- will be present, and it is proba- 
ble that Solicitor Hill will also go alone. 

Attorney Moyers was seen yesterday, and 
in speaking of the hearing, said that he 
had no fears but that the trial would be 
granted. 

“lt am confident that the trial will be 
granted, and really have no fears upon 
that line, I will argue that the verdict was 
contrary to the evidence and contrary to 
the law, and I feel*almost sure of victory. 
I hope to accomplish the great purpose for 
which I have been laboring so hard, and 
that is the acquittal of Myers. 

“I suppose that I will go alone, though 
that question has not as yet been discussed 
with my associates. I am most hopeful of 
the final outcome of the case, and think 
that I can show abundant reasons why the 
new trial should be granted.” 

Will Myers is just about as hopeful as 
is his attorney, and beyond the prison bars 
he dreams of the sunlight and liberty. He 
is greatly interested in the final result of 
the hearing, and will await the action of 
Judge Hart with much anxiety.

The Birth of Bulgaria. 
From The New York Sun. 


To the Bditor of. The Sun—Sir: What 


were the exact stipulations made at the” 


Berlin .congress with regard to Bulgaria’s 
independence and its relationship to Rus- 
sia? IF. MOHRMANN, 

Philadelphia, July 20th. 

A state of Buiggria was’ constituted by 
the treaty of San Stéfano, and its bounda- 
ries defined. They included a great amount 
of territory, mot ‘in: the present principali- 
ty. Previous to the Berlin congress Great 


Britain protested strongly against the pro- 


visions of the treaty, mainly on the ground 
that a strong Slavic state was thus crea- 
ted:under the auspides of Russtfa, with im- 


portant harbors, both on the Black sea and” 


on the Aegean, conferring upon Russia a 
predominating influence ‘over both politi- 
cal and ,commercial irelations in those seas. 
Before the congress of Berlin met ‘the 
Briush and Russian governments reached 
an agreement concerning Bulgaria, which 
was substantially adopted Wy the congress. 
The exact stipulations of the treaty of 
Berlin are here summarized: 

1. Bulgaria constituted ‘dn ‘autonomatic 
and subsidiary ‘principality; ufider the suz- 
erainty of the sultan; to have a Christian 
government and national militia. 

<> Bulgaria not to extend south of the 
Balkans. 

3. Prince of Bulgaria to be freely elected 
by the population-.and confirmed by the 
Sultan, witn assent of the powers. 

4. Pian of government to be prepared by 
an assembiy of the Bulgarian notables. 

6. Religious toleration and no civil or po- 


litical discrimination on account of creed. ° 


6. Provisional organization of Bulgaria 


to be directed by a Russian commissioner, 


assisted by a Turkish commissioner and 


, consuls representing the signatory powers. 


7. Provisional government not to last 
When organic 
government settled and prince elected Bul- 
@aria to enter into full possession of its 
autonomy.

RANGER HIDDEN IN THE CLOCK. 


When Forced To Sneeze He Started 
the Wheel and Made [It Strike.

In the fall of 1864 the northern part of Vir- 
ginia was in a great deal of excitement, for 
the raids of the confederates had greatly 
annoyed the union forces. But there was 
no way to catch the marauders, The re- 
gion lay at the foot of the Blue Ridge moun- 
tains and while the federal troops would 
be quietly sleeping in their tents, some band 


| of rangers would sweep down upon them 


with a wild rebel yell and before they were 
half awake they would find themselves 
prisoners, Wagon trains of suttlers’ sup- 
plies would be taken off before any detach- 
ment of troops would come to the rescue, 
trains would often dash from the rail into 
some big cut and be stripped of every- 
thing sent out from Washington to the 
union army, and an immense force was 
kept constantly on the watch for a small 
band of only a few hundred in number, 
who never slept and who struck one point 
today and the next night would raid .a camp 
at least fifty miles away. It was very an- 
noying to the federal generals, and, though 
they took every precaution im their power, 
every expedition met with a mortifying 
failure, for the Virginians were alert 
enough to elude capture, having a thorough 
understading of the mountainous region in 
which they operated. 

At last the federal commander determined 
to exterminate the rangers, and with that 
view sent out a picked corps of men who 


-were eager to meet and capture the enemy, 


who boasted that he could not be taken. 


} Lt was early in the morning of a warm Sep- 


tember day when the men in blue reached 
the top of a hill in close proximity to 
Where the rangers were known to be, and 
it was only a few seconds before the boys 
in :gray caught sight of the uniforms of 


the enemy, as the federals came down-

eeeded in capturing several confederates. 


y° But not the leader. He was a small, wiry 


man with a frame as strong and tough as 
Stee., one who did not know what fear or 
defeat meant, and he plunged his an‘mal 
into the water, lifted his sword high above 
his head and safely climbed up the oppo- 
site bank, amid a shower of bullets, accom- 
pan‘ed by a shout of admiration from the 
astonished enemy. In a moment he was 
Out of sight behind the hills. 

[It took ten minutes for the prisoners to 


-be disarmed and for the cavalcade to reach 


the other side; then the pursuit. was re- 
sumed. — 

About a quarter of a mile down the road 
was a pretty farmhouse, one of the ideal 
type with a little porch, over which climbed 
a flowering vine, while the yard was full 
of sweet, old-fashioned bushes, and the 
huge aok trees almost shut out the sun- 
shine that tried timidly to creep into the 
quaint little sitting room, where a young 
girl sat busy peeling fruit. The door was 
open, and just as the girl raised her eyes, 
a horse raced into the yard with its flanks 
reeking with waterand the rider wet from 
the tip of his plumed hat to the soles of his 
cavalry boots. The man rode into the barn- 
yard and left ‘this steed in the stall, then 
dashed into the house.

“There goes that old clock again; it must 
really be fixed, for it is so annoying,” and 
the officer, changing his mind, took no 
more notice of the occurrence.

Several Important Extensions Contem- 
piated by the Consolidated. 


PEACHTREE LINE TO BE EXTENDED 


A IAne Will Go tw the Fort—Mr. Hurt 
Says a Word—Mr. Woodruff Likes 
ly to Succeed Him.
